Happy Change in their Fortunes, or 
to dread the contrary. Tet tho' we

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_ now. ſeem wholly taken np with the 


preſent, there are, bowever, ſome 
Hiſtories of former Times capable to 
excite. the Curioſity of the Publick, 
becauſe what is paſt may enable us to 
argue on what's to come, and todraw 
Conſequences accordingly. 

The following Hiftory , of . Van 
Tromp, is of this kind ; and what 
the States bave perform'd nuder the 
Conduct of that Great Man , 
and (ometimes, by themſelves , 
and azainſt Two formidable Pow- 
ers ; we may reaſonably concludethat 
row, ſince the ſaid States and England 
are united, nothing can be able to 
oppoſe them at Sea, provided they will 


be but unanimous and att in Conſort:

ſebves under the Conduft of that

| comunSly, and fince their Naval 
Al Forces are united againſt the Com- 
»mon Enciny. 
We are therefore perſuaded, that 
this Work, will not now be unſeaſon- 
able, but will have the good Foriune 
to be well received by the wariety of 
Events, of which we have hitherio 
bad but a wery imperfef Account ; be- 
cauſe that few Hiſtorians have made 
it their Buſmeſs to treat at large of 
Matters re ating to the Sea. Here- 
in you will find exact Relations" of 
many bloody Engagements perform'd 
in moſt Seas, and which bave been 
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often  follow'd ' by Deſcents on the 
Territories of thoſe that have had the 
worſs of it. Herein you will ſee, 
how ViSory has been diſputed between 
the moſt powerful, as well as moſt 
numerous Fleets, and the greateſt 
Admirals that ever fought on the O- 
cean. In aWord, you will have a 
full Account of what England and the 
Provinces have hitherto been capable 
of executing at Sea, and when they 
have been the ſingle Combatants. 
But we will leave the Reader his 
full Liberty to make what RefleSions 
he ſhall think fit, and content our 
elves with the Performance of a 
Faithful Hiſtorian, by giving you 
a plain Relation of Matters of moſt 
Importance in the Times we ſhall 
mention, and particularly of what 
toncerns the Great Cornelius Van 
Tromp, whoſe Life we here preſent 
you. We have alſo b:en oblig'd, by 
the bye, to touch a little npon the moſt 
remarkgble Adtions of the Famons 
\ Mar- 
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Martin Van Tromp, and ſeveral 
other Admirals, whoſe Memories 
will always be dear to Holland,on the 
Account of the great Reputation they 
acquir'd, as well as for their Zeal 
ſhewn for the Service of their Coun- 
fry. 
£* will alſo be neceſſary to-acquaint 
ou, That we have not been able (to 
preſerve both the Hiſtory contain, 
and the Succeſſuon of Tears entire) 
to avoid relating ſeveralEvents which 
ſeem to bave but an indire& Tenden- 
cy to Cornelius Van Tromp's Life, 
becauſe we would fill up the Chaims 
wherein he was not employ'd, nor 
commanded the Naval Forces of this 
State in chief, or elſe was in the Ser- 
vice of the King of Denmark. 
And, to make the Hiſtory the more 
acceptable by Variety, we have in- 
ſerted the Epitaphs of moſt of the 
Hero's of this Republic, whoſe Names 
we had occaſion to Mention, as- ſo 
many Monuments, which contain the 


moſt

and which are not to be found elſe- 
where; whereby the Care which the 
United Provinces have taken to re- 
ward ther Merit, and make their 
Glorious Memory Immortal, will be

dove all, their formidable Power at Sea, and 

their flouriſhing anc univerſally extended Com- 

merce ; by ſome of whom, out of the ſame mali- 

cious principles, the ſame fire; that was but 

rak't up for a while, in Embers, was rekindled , 

and ſet a burning with a more pernicious vio- 

lence than ever, to the manifeſt increaſe of a Third 

Fower, that tho before, it durit ſcarce peep. out 

at Sea, has fince appeared a formidable Enemy 

even upon their own Element, to thoſe Redoub- 

ted Maiters of the Ocean, and has had the inſo- 

lence for a while by its dextrous managing of inte- 

ſtine Fations among, us, to Brave both our Fleets, 

till like Caparcws detying Jove, its Marine Forces 

were at length, by the magnanimous Rſſe! and 

his Valiant Copartners, the Dutch Admirals , 
Thunder-itruck, and in a manner quite driven off 

the uſurped Main, daring never fince to appear on it 
otherwitz than only as Rovers, and ſculking Pirates. 

On the 11th of July, that is to ſay, four days 

after the E7gl/ſh Fleet fet {ail for the North Sea, 

to go and dz{ſtroy the Dutch Fleet of Herring 

Bufſes, and to watch for their Ships coming back 

IT from the /2diec, the Ambaſſadors departed Lon- 
ore don, and on the 13th near Schouwen, met with 
Jors de. Lieutenant Admiral Tromp , to whom Mr. de 
Heemſted gaye a Memorial cantaining an account 

of the Forces of England; he likewiſe informed 
him, that Admiral Ayſchew, who but a little be- 
fore had gives chaſe to a Merchant Fleet of about 
30 or 40 fail between Callis and Swartenes, home- 
ward bound from St. Hubes,and Portugal, was then 
in the Downs, with a Squadron of 21 Men of War, 
whergs he gight be cafily attackt and Beaten.

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Tromp hiwing received Expreſs Orders from 1652. 
the States, who found themſelves obliged to make 0 
uſe of Reprizals, not to ſpair the, £zgliſh an 
longer, but to do them all the miſchief he could 
reſolved to go and attack Ay/chew. Vice Admi- 
ral Evertſz, had the Command of the Van, with 
a Squadron of 21 Ships of War ; Lieutenant 
Admiral Tromp Commanded the main Body of the 
Fleet, conſiſting of 30 Ships ; and Rear Admiral 
Floriſe., the Rear, compoſed of 28 Men of War. 
But there happening a Calm, and after that a 
contrary Wind, it was impoflible for them 
to execute that project. Tromp therefore ſteer'd 
his Courſe towards the North, in fearch of Blke. 
Ayſchew kept cloſe in the Downs, whilſt Blake 
with a Fleet of between 66 and 68 Sail, having 
diſcovered before Boeknes, the Herring-Fleet, un- 
der the Convoy of 12 Ships or Frigats carrying 
from 22 to 30 Guns, cauſed them to be attackr 
by a Squadron of 20 men of War that compo- 
ſed his Vanguard : The Fight was ſharp, and 
laſted above three whole hours, till at laſt the 
weaker was forced to give way to the ſtronger. 
Captain Yernhuyſen, and all the Herrmg Bufſes 
excepting four fled _  ,Ten of them were 
taken , whereof two ſank, after they had made 
all the reſiſtance imaginable, and another was at 
laſt quitted by the Enemy. Blake joyned five of 
them to his Fleet, and ſent three of them to 11- 
verneſs, with his wounded Men ; but thoſe of 
the Dutch were conducted to the Texel. -., 

The States to Varniſh over their Arms with 
all the Colour of Juſtice they could, publiſhta 
Manifeſto, ſetting forth the Reaſons why they 
had declared War againſt the Ezgl:ſh;, and they 
did the ſame on ther fide againſt the Hollanders. 
We ſhall repeat neither of them here, becauſe 
they are to be found in ſeveral places, and that 
'tis eafie to guefs by what has been ſaid, what 
were the contents of them : And becauſe our de-

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ſign is, to inſift only upon relating the Bloody 
Battels that were fought between thele two potent 
Republicks, and in which the Hero's of this Hi- 
ſory, the two Tromps, Father and Son, had the 
moſt ſhare. 

The Engliſh had already ſeized upon the lfle of 


Tnſeith,where the Hollander uſed to water,and theſe, 


latter advancing towards the Coaſts of Scorland, 
arrived near Fulo and Fairhill, where they eſpi- 
ed Blake, who was watching for our Ships corn- 
ing back from the Indies. The two Fleets were 
diſpoſing themſelves for a Fight, when in the night 
between the 5th and 6th of Auguſt, the Skie grew 
dark by little and little,and ſoon after there appear- 
ed certain preſages of a violent Tempelt : For the 
wind having long been ſhifting about, turved at laſt 
to the IN. N. Weſt, and blew with ſo much im- 
p2tuokity, that our Sails were all rent and - torn 
in pieces, and the Waves rowl'd through them, 
and fo went and ſpent themſelves againſt the Rocks 
of. Hitland, throwing their Fome up to the very 
Heaven, Thus the Flect being as 'twere buried 
by the violence of the Sea, in moſt horrible Abyfles, 
roſe out of them only to be toſt up to the very 
Clouds. Here the Maits were beaten down into 
the Sea, there the Deck was, over-flown by the 
prevailing Waves: Here the Tempeit was fo 
much Miitreſs of the Ships, that they could be 
no longer governed, and on another fide, ap- 
peared all the doleful fore-runners of a diſmal 
Wrack. And the Darkneſs increaſing the danger, 
and the confuſed cries of the Mariners redoub- 
ling the common fear, both together made the 
ſaddeſt and moſt frightful ſpectacle, that was e- 
yer ſeen. 

When the day was come ,. the diforder was 
clearly diſcovered - Two Ships were found ram- 
ed in between two Rocks, and the Shattered Re- 
licks of three Fireſhips, that were ſeparated from 


the Fleet by the violence of the Waves, left no

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manner of Room to doubt of their being loſt. But 


Providence that preſides over all Events ſweet- wa 


ned theſe Evils to our men, by the happy arri- 
val of three /ndian Ships, and of ſeveral others 

that were coming from the Iſlands call'd, the 4:- 
rilles, who unexpectedly fell into our Fleet, where- 
of ſome put into Schalloway, others made to the 
South-Welſt of Hitland, ſome others to the Weſt, 
and the reſt to the North of the ſame Iſland. - In 
the mean while Tromp went before, failing to- 
wards, the Afeuſc, with a Fleet of 39 fail, and one 
of the Ships come from the Jnrdies ; And 
in the Latitude of Scotland, he diſcovered Blake 
with 62 Great Ships much leſs damaged then his 
own, becauſe that by. a great happineſs for him, 
the Tempc{i having driven him to the North- 
ward of Hitland, he found on that ſide, more 
Shelter\, as toon as Tromp efpied him, he dif- 
poſed himſelf to ſtay for his coming up to him, 
with intention to preſent him battle. But Blake 
either being loath to loſe the Weather-Gage, or 
for ſome other Reaſons unknown, would not ac: 
cept- it, Soon after, obſerving that Tromp was 
ſheer'd off into the main Sea, in order to pur- 
fue his fir!t intended courſe, he likewiſe fell down 
towards the /deuſe, having done nothing - with 
his fo potent Fleet, but ſcattered the Herring Fiſh- 
ers, deſtroyed their Convoy, and taken two Zea- 
land Ships that were cruizing in thoſe Seas, and 
which fell by chance into his Fleet, but who had 
firſt deſtroyed him two of his Frigats. The reſt 
of the Holland Fleet after . they had ſpent ſome 
weeks in refitting, entred happily into the Ylze 
and the Texelat the beginnin of September Whilſt 
Tromp was out at Sea, the rates General reſolv- - 
ed wo Be out another Fleer, beſides, both to ſe- 
cure Hieir Merchant Ships,render Navigation more 
Free, and put themſelves into a Condition the 
ore powerfully to oppoſe the Engliſh.

{ſtood in prefling need of his Service, he anſwer- 

ed them, that his intention was to live in Tran- 
quility,and to meddle no more with any Sea affairs. 
But they preſfed it to him again, telling him, that 
ſuch a man as he, that had given ſo many Sig- 
nal proofs of his Bravery, and of his Zeal for 
his Country, ought not now to refuſe at a dead 
lift, to give it the laſt marks of his ſtedfaſt 
affection that were defired/of him, eſpecially ſince, 
he would be only obliged to goas 'twere a ro- 
ving. So that at laſt he let himſelf be perſwa- 
ded, and went on Board the Ship called the ep- 
rune, Carrying 28 Guns, and 134 Men. But 
the Fleet that was to aſſemble at H/relinger, was 
forced to ſtay ſome time for ſeveral Men of War 
which were at the Texel, and other Ports. De 
Ruiter being embark'd on board the Neptune, 
put to Sea, and arrived on the 10th. of Augſt 
at the Fleet which was then but > bop of Men 
of War, and 2 Fire-ſhips. Some days after ha- 
ving received a Reinforcement of 7 men of War 
a 2 Fire-ſhips, he ſet fail towards the Strait 
of Calls, according to the Qrder he had recei- 
ved from the States for that eftfe&t, His Com- 
miſfioh was, to Convoy along the Chaynel the

the Iſles of W:gh+ and Portland, they found it 46 
ſail ſtrong, of which about 12 were of a pro- 
digious bigneſs. De Ruiter, writ word of 1t to 
the Admiralty of Zealand complaining of the 
viteous condition in which he found .0 Ships 
of his Fleet, an4 Repreſenting to their Highand 
Mightineſſes, that he need2d greater Forces,, to 
form any enterpriz2, and to attack the Enemy 
purſuant to th2 Ordzrs he had received. He kept 
himſelf ſometimes below Swarrene/s, and after- 
wards Cruizing along the Channel, he advanc'd 
as far as the C:ngles, During all which time, he 
ſent out from day to day, ſeveral light Frigats 
to mform themſelves of x Countenance of the 
Engliſh, and to look out for the'Texel Fleet. On 
the 21it, of Auguſt, 8 Men of War, and JO 
Merchant Ships, under the Command of G:deort 
Verburg joyned De Ruiter Welt-ward of Grave- 
ling :, the ſame day he writ another very pref- 
ling Letter to the States, in which he defired 
them to fend him ſome Ships of bigger Force, 
and hetter appointed for War, becauſe thoſe he 
bad were very ill Equip'd, being not furniſh'd

e following days he paſſed the Strait of Cal-

Commanded by Admiral George Ayſchew, watch- 
ing for the Dutch Merchant Ships, tackt abour, 
and ftood direttly towards Admiral Ay/ſchew, the 
Engliſh Fleet was compoſed of qo Men of War, 
whereof 12 as we have (aid, were of an Extra- ' 
ordinary bulk. For there were two of them of 
60 Guns each, and 8 from 36 to 4o, and beſides 
them 5 Fireſhips. De Rruter's Forces conſiſted: 
of 30 ſmall Ships of War, and 6 Fire-ſhips. The 
greateſt of thoſe Ships had not on board above 30 
Guns, excepting 2 of them, namly the Peace, and 
the Oftrirch that carried each of them 4o, and 
that were Equiped by the care of the /ndiarn 
Chamber of --.fterdam, for the Service of the 
State ; and the others had not half their Com- 
pliment of Men ; befides which diſadvantage, 
ae Ruiter was hampered with a Merchant Fleet 
of 60 foil, who were the principal mark at which 
the Engl:/h levelled their deſigns. Some days be- 
fore, de Ruiter had put all things in order, and 
divided his Fleet into 3 Squadrons, the firit of 
which he himſelf Commanded, the ſecond was 
under the Conduct of Yandenr Brock, in quality 
bf Vice-Admiral ; and the third was under that 
of Yerbaa/ inquality of Rear-Admiral. Toeach 
Squadron, he had joyned 2 Fire-Ships, ordering 
them to keep themſelves in readineſs upon the 
approach of the Enemies, to go and: ſet fire to 
the biggeſt of their Ships. And for the Mer-

He found him 
felf Engaged for ſome time with but 6 or 5 of 
his Squadron, between the Enzli/h Admiral and 
Vice-Admiral, The Rear-Admiral Yerbaaf with 
the reſt of the Fleet found themfelves to the lee- 
ward, and ſome of his Ships perform'd their du- 
ty very ill, whilſt the reſt coming to Grapple 
with the Enemy, Fought in every reſpe&t with a 
Bravery that has few Examples, | 

The Night parted the Combatants, when the 
Engliſh making. their way into the main Sea, e- 
ſcaped to the Northward. It was impoſlible for 
de Ruiter to follow them, becauſe many of his 
Ships 'were much cocuamge to that he had a 
Merchant Fleet beſides to guard, whoſe Ships were, 
ſcatrered about here and there, The Event of 
that Fight extremely ſurpriſed de Ruiter, confſi-. 
dzring the inequality of his Forces to thole of 
the Enemy ; which made him crie out, That where

Which 
undauntednels of their Captain, or rather the 
panick fear of an aſſured death, put ſuch freth 
courage and vigour ito thoſe cowardly wretches, 
that they promiſed him from that moment, an in- 
violable obedience, adding, that they would fight 
to the laſt "drop, of their blood, and thereupon 
every one of them returning to his former poſt, 
and the brave Dove giving the Signal, he with 
but '24 Guns, attackt an Epegli(l; Ni of 40, and 
letting her come up juſt cloſe to bis ide, he 
fought her ſo.to purpoſe, that he ſunk her with all 
her mey..; another Frigat of 5o Guns coming 
ap tiKewile to him, wasalſo ſunk, and after that 
again, a third, coming to aſſault '/him, was fo be-

ways ticular care of his wounded Men, and cauſed 


the broken Maſts to be pieced up, and all the Ships 
of his Fleet to be repaired, that they might be in 
a condition to give a ſecond Battle to the Eng- 
tiſh the next day. But they for fear. of being 
- purſaed, retreated, towing away their Velſcls 
--without- hanging out any. lights all the Night. 
When day was come, they were deſcried near the 
Iſlz of Elba, and making their way with all dili- 
gence , they were got already near Porto- Longone, 
' -before the Dutch could reach them. The #o/- 
- landers coming to an Anchor likewiſe in the ſame 
- Harbour, deſigned to: beſi-gz them there, but the 
z'Governours Secretary Fo Ba ſts Brancattio, 
.'cam2 to them and declared to them from his 
Maſter; that he would not ſuffer any acts of 
Hoſtility to be committed upon the Coa'ts of 
- his Catholick Majeity, adding, that in that caſe 
he would fire at the Aggrefſor. And to thew he 
would be'as good as his word, he had placed a 
'{trongGuard over a Battery of five pizces'ot Canon 
that was planted on the fide of the Shore. Captain 
” Tromp and Captain Blok going a ſhore to Com- 
- pliment Brancatrio, Bodley permitted them like- 
- wiſe to go on Board him, and entertained them 
"there with a great deal of Civility and kindneſs. 
They drunk together Admiral de Galer's health 
and when they went away, they. were honoured 
with a Salute of five Guns. / 
A little time after the Fight, the ſame honours 
. were done on Board the Dutch Admiral, to _ 
" tain Hoyen Cox, Who came thither from the 
Engliſh, But for all theſe mutual 'Civilit'es that 
pait betwixt them, each' party was never the leis 
 .watchfal to ſeek thejr advantages, and to repair 
their battered Ships with all the diligence 1ma- 
$n_- with- deſign to get them as ſoon as pot- 
tble, into a condition- to- be able to enter upon 
new enterprizes. De Galen having a mind to 
 F-0 render 
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render the laſt duties to his Dead, The Gover- 
nor Brancattio permitted him to bury- them near 
to a Fountain which £rederick Barbaroſſa had 
cauſed to be built of white Marble, for the re- 
freſment of his Ships when coming from Cor:- 
frontinople , with a Neval Army he landed on 
the Coaſts of Jraly. T h- Bodies of the Vice Com- 
mander. Yonge Floen, Fanſ- Bont, and Swart, were 
interrc<d near the ſeven Fig-trees under the Roſe- 
morv. attended by 4o Muſketeers, who paid ſe- 
veral Volties of Shot to the honour of the Me- 
mory of thoſe brave Captains, who newly died 
in the bed of Honour, for the ſervice of their 
Country. After theſe Funerals were over, dc 
Galen conſidering it would be but to loſe time 11 
vain, to ſtay any longer in that Harbour, refol- 
ved to weigh Anchor m order to fail towards 
Legori, thinking thereby to draw the Engliſh out 
of the ſecure Poſt in which they then were. 
After having related what patſed in the e- 
diterranean, We ſhall. return to the Ocean. The 
States Fleet Comman ed by Vice-Admiral de W:r., 
after the departure of the 10 Ships that were 
detacht from. it, conſiſted of 64 Men of War. 
and that of the Engliſh under the Condu&t of 
Admiral Blake was compoſed of 68, But the 
Ships of theſe latter were incomparably much bet- 
ter furniſht for the War, than were thoſe of the 
Dutch. De Ruiter, after he had well examined 
all things, found lo great a difference between 
the Naval Army of Holland, and that of England, 
that he ſaw there was anutter impoſlility to be able 
to attempt any thing without expoſing the Fleet 
of the United Provinces to an inevitable Ruine.

Notwithſtanding all theſe diſadvantages, Viece- 
Admiral de |; was ſtill obſtinately bent to at- 
tack the-E12{i5h, and was for that purpoſe, ma- 
king towards them, when pennies that he 
ſhould be but very lenderly back'd, he made a 
ſtop, in the mean while the Weather falling 
to a Calm, de Wit call'd together all the Gene- 
ral and lnder Officers of his' Fleet to,a Coun- 
cil of War, to deliberate about the preſent State 
of affairs. De Ruiter and Evertz that were in 
joint Command with him, maintain'd, that 'twas 
a great Raſhneſs, to expoſe the Fleet to ſo immi- 
nent a danger ; becauſe their Ships were ſo much 
ſcattered one from the other, that it would be 
four a Clock in the afternoon, before: the for- 
wardeſt, and Dusk of night befcre the backwar- 
deſt of them could come up with the body of the 
Enemies Fleet ; that the Engluh had received a 
conſiderable Reinforcement, whereas the Holland- 
ers an-the contrary were grown weaker. That the 
former had a 'great advantage by their Firc-Ships,

At the ſame time, Mr. Applebeon preſented a 
writing at the Hagae, to the States General in 
the Queen of Swedland*s name, which was to this 
effet : That her Majeſty did not ſo much as pre- 
tend to penetrate into the bottom of their Affairs, 
having no other end in ſo preſſing an occaſion, but 
to manifeſt the ſincere defire ſhe had to mediate a 
Peace between the two Republicks, ſo much the ra- 
ther, becau/e her Ma aſh, and particularly the late 
King her Father had always lived in perfett good 
entelligence withthe United Provinces; That * 
fo be feared, if they too obſtinately perſiſted

uſe all forts of reaſonable means, to put a ſtop to

Dutch Fleet, found by that, they were Com- 
manded on board the Admiral. Where being 
come, and being informed of their great loſs, 
upon a conſultation held thereupon, they all re- 
ſolved, that to prevent the Seamens being dif 
couraged, the death of the valiant Tromp ſhould 
be concealed ; and recommended to the Captain 
on board the Admirals _ that he ſhould keep 
to the Orders Tromp had before given, and keep up 
ſame Flag, After which they all haitned back e- 
Ye to his reſpetive Ship,” and continued 
the fight, 

Upon this fatal blow, it appear'd what a de- 
ſperate arid undaunted refolution are able to make 
men do : For all the Captains of the Fleet were 
ſo ſenſibly toucht at the loſs of their Admiral, 


that breathing nothing but rage and fury, they 


ierced three times - through and through the 
emies Fleet, fiercely firing at and battering all 
that oppoſed their paſſage ; but as an addition to 
the unhappineſs of that unfortunate day, Vice- 
Admiral Everrfz,'s Ship, who after Tromp's death 
had the chief Command of the Fleet, was fo 
miſerably ſhattered and diſabled, that to avoid 


falling into the hands of the Englich, they were

board her 70 men killed or wounded. De Ruiter SH Woes 


who was in the Ship called the Lamb, carrying 
about 40 Guns and 150 men, was expoſed to the 
oreateſt fire of the Enemies, fighting with fo 
much Courage, that he made his way through the 
midſt ofthe Englisb Squadron ; but he found tumfelf 
at length ſo extreamly weakned, that he had hardly 
half his men left, 43 of them being killed, ' and - 
35 wounded : His mizzen maſt, his main yard, 
and in General, all his rigging except of his Poop 
was ſhot away, and of Ammunition he had but 
700 peund of Powder and very few Bullets left, 
{o that ſeeing himſelf reduced into fo pitifull :a 
Condition that he was no longer able to keep 
the Sea, he was at laſt forced to be towed a- 
way into the euſe by Captain Aldertſz de 
Hoorn. | 

The Evglish Admiral being grappled by two 
Fire- Ships, his Ship was in an inſtant all in a 
flame, and ſome of his men began already to * 
flie out of her ; they which were about Captain 
Peacock were at the laſt extremity ; and Cap- 
tain Bitter was compleating their deſtruction by 
plying them with frequent broad-ſides, but that 
one of the Fire-Ships hapning to be too ſlowly 
puſht forward, gave time- and occaſion 'to' the 
Engluh to take new Courage, and briskly te-un- 
ploy their Guns again, and beat off their Ene- 
mies, The Ergluhb Ship, the St. Andrew, having 
been furiouſly battered by the Guns of Vice- 
Admiral Flor:/z, was fo terribly maul'd and ſhat- 
tered, that it was ready to fink, being half con- 
ſumed with the flames, had not two other Ships 
come in timely to her aid, and reſcued her from 
the Eminent danger ſhe was in. Captain Grave 
periſht by fire with a great many of his Seamen. 
As for Captain Haas who Commanded the Ship 


called, the Roſe and Crown being attackt 
Engliſh Men of War, he defended himſelf tbc,

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ly, till ſuch time as his Maſts and all his rig 
ing being ſhot away cloſe by th- board, his vel® 
el half burnt, and many of his men kill'd, he thought 
fit to retreat, and as much ſhatrered and dila- 
bled as he was, made his way through the Ene- 
mies, and got likewiſe to Goree, 

Hoyen Cox, whom we have ſeveral times men- 
tioned upon occaſion of the Ship Phenix, and 
Captain Zager, _— againſt one another with 
ſo much courage and obſtinacy, that both their 
Ships, viz. The Phenix and the Weſt Kappel 
were ſunk. Schattey finding himſelf engaged with 
the Van guard of Mornk's Squadron, made head a- 
gainft them alone, and if his Ship, the Golden 
Dolphin had not at laſt been ſunk, being mw 
through and through as ſhe was with Bullets, he 
would doubtlek have made the Enemies pay ſome- 
what dearer for her 1oſs : But however fortune 
being willing in ſom? ſort to recompence deſert, 
had com ion of ſo many brave, men, and per- 
mitted a Frigat to paſs by his fice, as he was juſt rea- 
dy to be ſwallowed up by the Waves, and hap- 
pily to ſave him and all his men, But Captain 
Yanger was more unfortunate then thoſe Priſon- 
ers, his Ship and all his men fiaking in an in- 
ſtant into the deep.

After © fatal-a' rout, 30 other Ships that were - 
lealt endamaged, came out of the Rear guard 
and advanced againit the Engl:ſh, And Rear Ad- 
mira} Floriſz. endeavoured: with thoſe - feeble and 
ſhattered relicks of ſo potent a Fleet, to cover 
the Admiral Ship the Breferode, which was in fo 
much the more danger of falling into the Ene- 

mies hands, bccauſe the was 1o craeily ſhattered, - 
that ſhe was. incapable of -making any Refiſt- 

ance, Yet her preſervation was 1ov much the / 
IE dearer 
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dearer, and the more important 'for that the loſs 
of the Battle depended thereon. The laſt new 
Encounter of this horrible Fight, ' laſted three 
full hours. Vice-Admiral de Wit Tet flie ſeve- 
ral broad ſides at the Cowardly deſerters to 
ſtop them, if poſlible, but __ in vain, he 
rallied together into one body the reſt of the 
Ships of the Fleet, by l:aving the Main-ſails but 
half diſplayed. 

That unexpected firmneſs and reſolutioti fomuch 
ſurprized the Fngl:sh, that being advanced as far 
as right againſt the Lordſhip of Brederode, they 
put up all the fail they could, and ſteered a- 
way towards the Coalts of England, quitting 
thoſe of Holland with much regret, and fore a- 
gainſt their Wills, as thinking they had , won 
Glory enough, and that it would be too much to 
expoſe both it and their Fleet, in the ſhattered 
condition they were in, to proſecute their Vi- 
tory too far, and that after they had been, at 
home and recruited, they might inſult as they 
pleaſed over their vanquiſht foes, before they 
could recover themſelves of this laſt fatal blow. 
In their retreat, ey ſet fire to ſome of their 
Ships that were ſo ſhattered and maul'd, that 
they were not able to get them back into their 
Ports. By favour of the night, the' flames were 
ſeen from far, and the: Sea was enlighted with 
them almoſt as much as if it had been by the 
Sun-beams at Noon day. The next morning, 
Vice-Admiral de Y/it, found himſelf before Wyk, 
diſengaged from all his Enemies, and failed awa 
with the reſt ofthe Fleet towards the Texel.

And to render this repreſen- 
tation of their Victory {o much the more pro- 

bable, they affected to publiſh a liſt of about 50 
Dutch men of War taken, burnt ,or ſunk in that 
Fight : And Monk had a chain of Gold, and 
Pen and Lawſon, each of th.m'a Silver Medat, 
as an honourable acknowledgment - of ' their Ser- 
vice in obtaining fo ſignal a Victory. -

themſelves, if Kind Providence, minded to reſerve 
them for greater things, had not by a ſudden turn 
of the Government in Ez gland, diverted their

{quare Table of Marble, in which 1s enchaſeda 
Plate of touch-ſtone, on which is engraven_ in 

Golden Letters, the Epitaph we ſhall afterwards 
,recite, Underneath upon the ſame piece of Mar- 

ble, are ſeveral pieces of raiſed work, repreſent- 
ing ſeveral little Cupids, of which two are the 

moſt remarkable,which ſtand in the middle be-

in the Viftorious Expedition under Admiral Hemſ- 
kerk near the Straits of Gibraltar, and who alſo 
himſelf loſt his life in the Service of his Country, 
was even from his Blooming Youth , variouſly en- 
gaged,and exerciſed in many dangers and manySeas, 
' and ſometimes tho when taken Priſoner, he was

Merit and Bravery. He was born at the Br:/, - 


in" the year 1597, and'Was' but 9 years old when 
he began togo to Sea, with his 'Father, Captain 
Harpert Martin Tromp, with whom he was pre- 
ſent at the- famous Battle fought. near' G:bralrar 
under the Condu&t of Admiral Hemskirk, | Some 
timeafter, following his Father again in a Cruiſe 
he made towards Cape Yerd, or the Coaft of Gui- 
ney, Where being attackt by an Ergl;h Privateer 

his Father loſt his Life in the Skirmiſh,- an41 af- 
ter ſo ſenſible a loſs, the Ship being taken by the 
ſaid Privateer, young Tromp was conftraird to 
ſerve the Captain as his Cabbin Boy” for -about 
two years and a half, but afterwards, he found 
means to diſengage himſelf, From that time for- 
ward, he got ſome Employments. In the year 1617 
he was made Quartermaſter under Captain Mooy 
Lambert , and afterwards Pilot or Maiter of the 
ſame Ship, After having made a Voyage towards 
the Straits, in a Merchant Ship called the Tach- 
thuys; he was taken by the Ts, but by the parti- 
cular favour of the Baſſa of Algier, he was re- 
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leaſed, In the year 1622, he was made a Lieute- 


| _ under Captain Bagyn, and after a little 


while, removed into Captain Jorge Boes's Ship in 
the ſame Quality. T1300 Joum after, Prince Mau- 
rice made him open a little Frigat which car- 
ried but 40 men, ſo that having run through all man- 
ner of Sea Employments, there was. nothing done 
remarkable at Sea during the enſuing years, 
but he was preſent at it, giving every where fig:

In the year 1629, De Hein who had made him- 
ſelf famous by taking ſome Spariſh Galleons , 1a- 
den with Silver, being made Lieutenant Admiral 
of Holland, put again to Sea in the Ship called 
the Green Dragon, which was a very fleet Sailer, but 
was ſoon after unfortunately killed by Tremp's fide.

henever had obſerved any thing but what was great 
and vertuous,and therefore jndg'd him to poſſeſs all 
the happy.Qualities neceffary in an Admiral. The 
Ship. that Heins waz in, was, as we bave ſaid, a 
very good Sailer, but” after he was dead, it was 
by, favour given to another, and not to-7 romp, at 
which, he was ſo ſenſibly diſpleaſed, that out of 
meer indignation he gaitted the Sea,- and retired 
into the Country, where he-exerciſed an employ- 
ment -that only at a diſtance related to Marine 

In the year -1637 Lieutenant Admiral Dorp 
having quitted the ſervice, Prince Frederick Henry, 
upon the recommendation of the - States of Fol- 


Land, gave the Command' of the Fleet 'to Tromp, 


in quality of Lieutenant Admiral, with a ous 
ſional Commiſſion only for one year: which time 
being expired,- the Prince granted: him. a Con- 
tinuatign. of it with a more” ample - Commillion.. 
In the {equel, he got a great deal of Honour, and” 

fipmalized 
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fignalized himſelf in divers Battles which he fought 16 $3- 
againſt tho Dunkirkers, the Spaniards, the Portu- 
xeſe, and the Engliſh, ſo that he was lookt upan 
by all the Nations of Exrope, to be the ableſt and 
moſt valiant Sea Commander of the Age in which 
le lived.He was ſo tenderly beloved by the Seamen, 
that both the Captains and Mariners uſed to 
call him their Father,andTromp out of a Reciprocal 
love to them, uſed to call them likewiſe, his Chil- 
dren. Bat there was nothing fo admirable in hit 
as the Moderation, and cool and ſedate Temper 
of blood which he ſhewed in the greateſt heat 
of a fight in which he Commanded, For he appear- 
ed as quiet and compoſed when he gave his Or- 
ders, as if he had been at. home in hjs own 
houſe under ſafe ſhelter from all dangers.” , 
But to recontinue the tlired of our Diſcourſe,

47 Ships, 23 of which had had: all their 
Maſts and: Rigging blown away ' cloie by the 
board, But mch a diſaſter as-that had been in 
ſfome' meaſure more {upportable if it had not 
been unhappily follow'd by the fad news of the 
loſs of 12 or 13 men of Var that had likewiſe 
periſh't together with a Fleet laden with Am- 
munition, and ſeveral Merchant Ships, and a great 
many people with them. There were ſome Ships 
all whoſe men were drown'd without ſo much 
as one Perſon eſcaping : And they which were 
left-were ſo endamaged, that when the Weather 
grew (calm, they were forced to return into their 
Harbours to repair and refit themſelves. Nei- 
ther did the .Englis9 Fleet come off at a much 
Cheaper rate, for after þeing very roughly uſed 
by the Tempeſt, the Parliament thinking them 
uncapable- to keep the Sea any longer, ordered

About that time there was ſpread - abroad in 
Holland a Lamentable report of the deplo- 
rable condition into which the Dutch priſoners 
in -Erglanud were reduced, and the -cruel;treat- 
ment reported to be uſed to thzm there, which exci- 
ted a moſt raging and furious reſcatment in all peo 
ple at ſuch ſuppoied barbarity. Their Number was

him, his next thoughts were wholly taken up 
with ſeeking out and employing the moſt pro- 
per means to ſecure his new dignity, ind to main- | 
tain himſelf in that ſupreme and boundleſs Au- 
thority he ſo boldly ixad aſſumed, to which,  Judg- 
ing the Friendſhip and Good Correlpondenceof 
the-United Provinces to be, abſolutely neceſſary, 
he began underhand to Court them to a Peace : 
To Which the States of Holland were' ſo mach 
the more. inclined, becauſe they were in ſome 
conſternation at their late loſſes, and knew well & 
nough that England at that time was in a.con- 
dition to. come again upori them _ , with | greater 
force than ever, and perhaps totally*to craſh 
their Sea power, and give a mortal ſtroke to their 
already. agonizing Commerce, before they could 
furniſh : themſelves with a' ſufficient recruit ' of 
ſtrong and defenſive Ships, (Which muſt be a work 
of time, and of peace,) to oppoſe ſuch a rough Ene- 
uy with whom nothing was to be got but a fruit- 
leſs and heavy loſs both of Blood and Treaſure, 
the Prodigious expences of that War together 
with the daily and vaſt loſſes ſuſtained by their | 
Rich Merchants, being a burden too inſupportable 
for them to bear -much longer. Arid . beſides, 
the Domeſtick troubles in their Provinces in- 
creaſed day by day ſq much upon them, upon 
that occaſjon, that they thought nothing . but a 
good Peace with *Ezg/and4 would be able toap- 
peaſe them, by reſtoring - Tranquility and their u- 
fual Freedom of trade to” theiz people, © 
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Beſides that, another powerfull reafon prevail- 


ed much with them at that time to influence ow 
them to a Peace, which was to prevent thoſe ' 
rowing FaRions that aimed at the Eletionof - 


a Captain G2neral, or a. ftadtholder, wiich they 
were afraid would have forced them again{t their 
wills, to be Honeſt, juſt and Gratefall to the 
Iluftrious and Augu!t Houſe of Orange, which 
they had no Mind to b2 at that time, nor per- 
haps neyer would if th? Terror of the Freach 
Arms afterwards, and the imminent deftrution of 
the, State, had not unanimouſly inſpirited the peo- 
ple to put more Genzrous and publick ' minded 
patriotsat theHelm, who reſtored this almoſt 'over- 
turned State to its priſtine ſtability and pro- 
ſperity, by reſtoring tv them the accollarf al- 
ance and ſervices of that moſt Noble and 
Ancient houſe, which were always the very vi- - 
tals of this Republick, and by rendering to the 
prancely Heir of it, thoſz Honours, Dignities and 
Emoluments, which mzrits never to be cancelled 
or ſuperannuated, h14 mate as ines nece{- 
fary for the Common good, as indiſpnelibly due 
to him. Having then, as we have already faid 
renewed the Negotiation for that puyy 
year before, upon theſe weizhty coaliderations, 
they 'now prefſed it 'on with ſo mach earnett- 
nes, that after many : obſtracles, the Treaty was 
concluded and figned at iVeſtminster,” * 3th.

HILST the two formidable 
owers of England and Hol: 

| land were thus in vain con- 
fuming alt their Forces by 
ſuch a cruel War as that of 

| which we have above re- 
lated the principal Events, the Cor/airs of Bar- 
bary, being ſecured by theſe troubles from any 
ower able to Curb their Excurſions, ranged a- 
bout without controul, and made all Emrope 
feel the ſmart of their outragious Pyracies, 
ſo that the Commerce. of the Chriſtians to the 
Levant was {o miſerably interrupted, that there 
was nothing to be heard -of in thoſe parts, but 
he continual lofſes of the Merchants trafficking 
that way. Nay, and the Infolence of thoſe Bar- 
'$4rians Was advanced to that height, that not 
? be by « CON- 
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contenting themſelves to Pyrate upon the Me- 
xditerrancan, they impudently ventured to. appear 
upon the Ocean, and make Excurſions ' as far 
2s the Coaſts of Porrgal; And ſhew'd themſelves 
near the Cape St, Vincent, with Fleets ſome 
times of above 20 fail of Men of War well 
mounted and appointed for ſervice, and keep- 
ing the Mouth of the Srre:ghrs ſhut up, they 
ſhapt up all the Merchant —__ that came thi- 
ther from the four corners of the World, who 
by that means fell as 'twere into thoſe Rovers 
Mouths. | 

For the redreſling of all theſe miſchiefs, after 
the Peace was concluding with England, the Ad- 
miralty of Amſterdam ſent de Ruiter into the 
Mediterranean with-5 men of War, partly to 
Convoy outward ſome Merchant Ships, and part- - 
ly to Condu& others homewards at his return. 
He therefore ſet out from the Texel, the 17th of 
June, with 14 Merchant Ships, accompanied by 
the Captains Brakel, Verburg., Ooms, and Pieter(z. 
In his way, he joyned Rear-Admiral Tremp with 
the Captains, Vander Hulſt, Verveen, Hutskin's 
and 6 Merchant Ships, that fail'd out of the Tex- 
el, two days before him ; And proceeding from 
thence together as far as Ayamonte, they took 
leave, and parted one from the other. 

De Ruiter paſt the Streights ſteering his :courſe 
towards Legorn, where he ſtaid, upon the inſtant 
ſolicitation of the Dutch Merchants there, about 
the ſpace of a Month, to wait the coming in of 
ſome more of them. During his ſtay there, the 
Captains Yerburg and Ooms, faild away for YVe- 
rice, to convoy from thence 5 Merchant Men. 
De Ruiter having unmoored from Legorn, ſet fail 
towards the I{land of Adinorca, and from 
thence proceeded to Alicant, Cartagena, and 
Malaga, where he was informed, that there were

Merchants of his Nation came on board him, and 
with a ſenſible diſpleaſure delivered him ſome 
Letters frem Sally, which related with how much 
mhumanity the $:d treated the Hollan#ers, upon 
the taking of a Flate from them near /Aamora 
called the Ho9:d, by Rear Admiral Trop, and 
the S;d highly incenſed thereat, having by way ' 
of repriſal, ſeized 3 Merchant Ships of Amſter- 
dam full freighted, had impriſoned all the Ma- 
ſters and men in the ſaid Ships, and threatned 
to make them (laves, - unleſs the Flute and her 
Cargo were ſpeedily reſtored. In the ſame Let- 
ters 1t was intimated; *that the Priſoners paſt 
onately defired, that de Rxiter would come to 
Sally , in hopes! they ſhonld obtain their Li- 
berty by the influence of his great Experience, 
and the acquaintance he had formerly made with 
the Sid. De Ruiter accordingly being wil-

De Ruiter departed thence wit': deitgn to go 
before Agiers,' ſending the Capiains, ae Wilde, 

: "  Sweers,” 
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Sweers, and Zaalingen, before him, to ſee what 1655+

Town, ſo famous for its Pyracies. - 
On the 3oth. he began to come in ſight of it, 
4nd coming up with the Captains he had ſent 
before, they reported to him, that they had been 
ſo near the Town, that they had ſeen people 
walking on the Cawſey, and diſcerned 5 Shi 
in the road, and 6 or 7 within the Mole.

We have above related, what means the U- 
nited Provinces uſed, to break the deſigns of 
Swedeland, in the year 1656, and to free Dant- 
zick, and. the Baltick Sea from the 3 yer 
of that Power. That War which had made 
the States fo uneaſfie, and put them to ſo much 
expence, was followed by another much more 
bloody and dangerous. For Frederick the IIL 
King of Denmark, ſeeing the Swediſh Monarch 
Employed with his ' whole Forces in proſecuting 
the War he had with Poland, and confiderii 
that was a fair occaſion for him to ſtrike jn, 
Revenge his Father, Chriſtiern the Vth's Qua: | 
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rel ,who 'about 15 years before was oppreſſed 168. 
*by his Arms, and had part of fhis Dominions WW 
taken from him, he without any heſitatian , de- 
-clared himſelf, being inflamed on one 'fide, with 
«the defite of Revenge, and on the other, 'pat for- 
ward by the ſecret allurements of a certain Fo- 
reign Power. And accordingly marching his Ar- 
-my into the Country of Bremen under the Com- 
mand of General Blade, he attackt and took fe- 
-yeral y-_ belonging to the Swedes, But For- 
tune that had gone along with his Arms in 
their happy beginning proving afterwards Jadiſh 
to him, deſerted him to that degree, that he ſoon 
ſaw himſelf at -the point of ' loſing alt” his Do- 
"minions. For Charles Guſtavus, King of Swede- 
:land, Quitting Poland — upon ' that 
News, ..came haſtning to 'the Afliſtance of what 
more nearly concerned him, and fell with all 
'his forces into Hoſtein belonging to Denmark, 
ſo that by that Diverſion, he "Teced General 
Bilde to Quit the Dutchy of Bremen, and to 
retire to Frederick/ode, But that place being 
ſituated upon the little Belt that {cparates the 
Iſle of Fwnen from the Firm land of Futland, 
was ſoon reduced under-the obedr-nce of Swede- 
land, King Guſtav -ſftopt not the Career of 
his Conquelts there, but paſſing his Army which 
was-almoſt all Horſe , over the Ice, he enter- 
ed the Hle of Finer, where he put to the Sword 
a'l that oppoſed his Triumphant Arms : ]n that 
paſſage, the' Ice hapniug to break in a certain 
place, .2 Enſigns and the. King of Swedens Coach 
were ſwallowed up, QOdonſee, the Capital Town 
of the Iſland yielded without reſiſtance, and the 
Town of: Nyburg was alſo taken. Lt CET 
King Charles Gaftauus being eager to ca 
the Terror of Arms bis yet farther,Conſulted wt 
his Generals, to reſolve, whether it were praQi- 
cable far him to paſs his Army: over 'the :lce, to 
£pter into the Iſle of Zealand. But they being

The Affairs of the North being in that tickliſh 
Condition, the States of the United; Provinces 
made ſerious Reflexions upon what might happen' 
in the Time to come, and thought upon freeing the 
Baltick Sea from the Oppreſſion of Swedcland, by 
ſending ſpeedy a 1d powerful Succours to the King: 
of Denmark, who was on the Point, otherwiſe, 
in all Appearance, to loſe all his Dominions. For 
the Security of their Commerce in the North, that 
ſupplied them with'a great part of their Riches, 
and' with Naval Stores, and other Neceſſaries for 
Building and Maintaining their Shipping, and Sup- 
porting their Sea-power ; bY which they were en- 
abled to carry on their Trafhck all-over the-reit of 
the World; andto ſecure indeed their all, both'b 
Sea and Land, wholly depending upon their brisk 
and timely Interpoſition, 1n that critical Juncture, 
ſuffered them no longer to heſitate in their Reſo- 
lutions. And therefore the States determined in 
ſo preſling an occaſion, to aſſemble alt the Ships 6f 
War, that were ina Condit'on to put to Sea, in 
ofder to forni'a conſiderable Fleet ; the chief Com- 
mand' of which was conferred upon Lieutenant- 
Admiral Op4am ; the other General Officers were, 
the Vice-Admirals de Wir, and Floriſz.' They em-' 
barked alſo on Board'that Fleet Thirty eight Com- 
panics of Regular Infantry, in all about T wo thou- 
land-Men, with defign to throw ſome of them into' 
Copenhagen, and the-reſt into the Caſtle of Kro- 
nenburg, upon the Sound. The-Fleet then being 
equipped with an incredible Diligence, Tieatenant-' 
Admiral Opdam ſet fail the 19th of -O*tober ;, 1t was* 
compoſed of 38 Ships of War, and fix Flutes, 
laden with Ammunition and Proviſions,” of four 
Fire-ſhips, and fix Galleots.  . - + -- 

About the end of. the ſame Month, the Fleer ar- 
rived to the North-eaſt of Tutlans : ' But in the 
mean whule, the Caltle of Kronenbirg had i 
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dred to the Swedes, on the 26th of Seprember, af- 
ter a Siege of three Weeks, and Copenhagen it ſelf 


ing. then in Perſon in that his Capital wp ant- 
mated þy his Preſence, the Soldiers and Burgers, 
to make a vigorous Reſiſtance, flattering them

fore had deſigned to. make, becauſe it was alrea- 
dy 2 a Clock in the Afternoon, After ſeveral 
deliberations, the Daniſh and Holland Troops 
choſen to form the Van guard, entred into Boats, 
which land:d them within Piſtol ſhot of the 
Town Bridge. The Swedes had retrenched th:m- 
ſelves in two different places , and had raiſed 
Forts from the Town to the Bridge, having po 
ſted on one ſilz, 2 Regiments of Horſe, and on 
the other 3. Vhilit the Dragoons were left in 
the Town, to defend that. At the approach of 
the Danes, the Swedes fired hotly upon the Boats, 
and killed ſome of the Hall-nders, De Rutter 
being in 'Perſon in one of thoſe Boats, ſeeing the 
danger, cried out ? 4y Boys 5 Have Conrage 
advance, and march up to the Enemies : Or elſe 
you are all loſt men } That diſcourſe ſa extream- 
ly revived the fallen 'Courages of 'his followers, 
that a' French Gentleman, named Fleury de Cw

the Sea up tothe middle in Water, crying out, 
Friends, folow me | Upon which, the Soldiers 
and Mariners being aſhamed not to follow his Ex- 
ample, leapt- out hikewiſe in Troops, and got to 
Land, whilit the Men of War fircd without in- 
termiſſior;upon the Town ; fo that advancing fur- 
ther, the Confederate Troops vigoroully attackt 
the Swediſh Horſe, who came to meet them to 
diſpute their paſſage. There was never any 
thing more bloody than that ſhock, nor was | 
there ever any Courage appear'd ſd undaunted 
as that ſhewn by the Allies in that Rencoun- 
ter ; fo that the Swedes being no longer able to 
endure ſo fierce and obftinate an attack, quit- 
'ted their ground, and retired in Confuſion to- 
wards the Bridge, But the Danes and Holland- - 
ers, purſued them fo cloſe, that they entred with 
them into the Town, ſet it on fire in [two pla- 
ces, and then quitted it again, However, the 
fire did no great damage, becauſe it was quick- 
ly quench'd by the diligence of the Enemies, 
The day following de Rater detacht away 4 men 
of War, to go and cruize between the Ifl:s of 
Lanzeland, and $pro, and 3 more, to go and block: 
up the pafſages of Nyburg, in Order to prevent 
the Swedes Tm putting any ſuccours into F:- 
nen. In the mean while, a part of the Dazifh 
Horſe had already begun to diſembark, and the 
next day, they all Landed. etharly 
Some days before the deſcent, King,Guſtavus 

Was had entred- the Ile of Falſter, at the 

head of a Body, of Horſe, to encourage his 
Troops by his preſence, ' and defend the Neiph- 
bouring liles from the Irruption of the Dares; 
and before his departure, he ſeemet{ to the Am. 
baſſadors to be more inclinable. to a Peace than 
before, . But all thaſe fair appearances were but 
the pure effects of a diſſemblng Policy ue e

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1659. duced him to make all thoſe advances, to Fn 
WW time, and to prevent the mischiefs threatned jim 


by the Junction of the Daniſh and Dutch Fleers; fo 
that he was _— furpriſe1,when he was infor- 
med a little while after, that the two Fleets were 
already at Sea, Upon that news, he haſtned a- 
way with all fpeed to Korfoor, with a full Re- 
ſolution, to throw ſaccours into Furer, where he 
foreſaw, the Enemies deſigned to make a De- 
ſcent, Byt the Confederate Fleets having pre- 
vented his vigilance, hz was much altonith'd 
to hear at his arrival, the Extraordinary noiſe 
of Cannon- and ſmall Arms, which put him into 
fuch a Tranſport of fury, that he Reſolved to go 
immediately in Perſon into Fanen, to rouſe u 
the drooping courage of his men, and thereby 
prevent a blow that was likely to Ruine his 
faireſt hopes, and cut ſhort the ſwift Career of. 
his Conqueits. But his Council more wiſe and 
Conſiderate than he, difſwaded him from it, by 
Repreſenting to him, to what great and inevita- 
ble danger 'he would thereby expoſe himſelf, 
fince there being no other way for him to paſs 
into Fen, but in & pitiful ſorry boat, in which he 
could hardly without a Miracle eſcape bei 
taken by his Enemies. Ny therefore chang' 
his reſolution, he only ſent thither General Sreenx- 
bok, who arrived there time _—_ to be a

tha Rean while, the Hollanders and the Danes, 
ſeeing Fortune begun to declare for them, reſolved, 
with6ut any demurring, to puſh on their Enter- 
prizes to the utmoit, while Time was, and to pre- 
vent the Winter, 'which would ſoon diſable thei 
Fleets from _ any longer at Sea. General 
Erneſt © Albert Pher ein Was arrived at the Ar- 
my of the Allies, ever ſince the 14th of the ſame 
Maiith: with @ Reinforcement of 4 German Regi- 
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ments, 4 more of Brandenburghers, 800 Polandeys 
and 1000 Daniſh Horſe , beſides Foot; be had 
landed near Mrddlelvaart, in the Iſle of Funen, 
and two Days after his Arrival, he joyned General 
Schak, near Odenzee. On the 22d the Daniſh Ar- 
my, With all thoſe Auxiliary Troops, advanced 
within a Mile of MNybarg, where they arrived 
about 11 a Clock, and diſcovered the Sweed:ſb Ar- 
my, under the Command of the Prince of Swlr/- 
back, and General Sreenbok, ready ranged in Or- 
der of Battle, upon the ſide of a Mountain, in a 
very advantagious Place for them, fince they had 
theTown of Nyburg behind them, and tall Hedges, 
and a large deep Ditch before them, which they 
had thick lined with Muſquetcers and Dragoons, 
well retrencht, However, the Dares, put them- 
ſelves likewiſe in Order of Battle, General Eber- 
ftein commanded the Right wing, Marſhal Tramp 
the left, and General Schak the Main Battle, where 
were placed the Dutch Colonels, Kiliigrew, Kuik, 
Meteren, and Ailua, with their Troops. The 
Fight was begun by the Daniſh Horſe; for Eberſtein 
and Schak fell with all the Vigour imaginable upon 
the Enemies, and broke through them, as far as 
the Hedges; but there they found fo much Reſj- 
ſtance from the Swediſh Muſqueteers and Dragoons, 
that it was impoſſible for them to get any further : 
For the Swedes, adding Deſperation to their natural 
Bravery, not only repulſed their Enemies, but put 
them into ſuch difor er, ' that both the Right and 
Left Wing of their Army began to give way; and 
further made themſelves Matters of lome of 
their Cannon ; upon Which Schak, having ſent 
Order to the Dutch to come up and charge, the 
Colonels, Xilligrew, Meteren and Ailua, putting 
themſelves at the Head of them, led them u 
charging them to keep cloſe together ; the Right 
Wing of the Swedes did their utmoſt to break 
them, "but the Pikes having repulſed them, they 
were forced, ina few Moments aſter, to quit Car 
(© 
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Poſt and their Cannon, and h-take themſelves tg 
Flight. The right Wing of the Swedes, havi 
becn thus driven out of the Fi:l1d, the Follanders 
fell upon the Left, which they likewiſe broke, {o 
that the Vitory, which ſzemed at firſt to have de- 
clared for the Swedes, then forſook them, Upon 
which, the Imperial'ſts, Brandenburgers, Danes, 
and Polanders, taking Advatitage of that Defeat, 
charged the Swedizh Horſe with ſo much Vigor, 
that they forced them to retire into Nyburg, fo 
that their Foot being deſerted by the Horſe, was 
ſurrounded by the Polanders, who cut them almoſt 
alt in pieces. The Prince of Sultsbach, and Gene- 
ral Steenbo}, ſeeing the Fortune of the Day loſt, 
being loth to coop themſ?lves up in Nyberg, fled 
through a Wood towards the Sea-coaſt ;' where; 
finding-a Fiſher-boat, by vertue of large Offers of 
Mony, . they perſuaded the Maſter of it to paſs' 
them over the Night foliowing into Zealand, ac- 
companied'only with two or three Servants. 
Whilft the Land-Army of the Allies was -en- 
gaged with the Swe-!cs, General Sohak ſent to in- 
treat de Ruiter, to advance with his Fleet before 
Nybure, in order to beficge it by Sea, in caſe the 
Allies proved victorious by Land, The 25th of the 
fame Month, the Swedes, having been conitrained' 
to quit the Fort A norsbover, becauſe it was laid flat 
by de Rwter's Guns, ſome Men of War of the 
Fleet went and anchored'io near th? Town, that 
they could make th- leaſt Guns they had bear to 
fire into it with eff:ftual Ex-cation: And the 
whole Fleet, being thrown into a Ling of Battle, 
fired :& furiouſly into it, with ail thcir Guns, that 
ſo many Houſes were beaten down by th:m, that 
the Swed:ch Horſe and other Solaiers that”. were 
retired thither, knew not where to fly for Shelter ;; 
and that jmall Place was ſoon recucetdto A thes, by 
the continual Broad-fides that flew from the Navy,: ' 
that ſwepr away Men, Wome: 4rd Horfes,. .and 
wade the Air moſt dreadfully echo with'the wn, 
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table Cries of an infinite number of wounded Peo- 
ple; and the Deſolation was fo great and fo uni- . 
verſal, that very few Perions could eſcape from it. 
The Swedes therefore, having loſt all Hopes of be- 
mg able to defend thePlace any longer,ſent aTrum- 
peter to the Generals Schak and Eterſtein, to let 
them know, They were ready to capitulate, and to 
defire them to give order for the Cannontoceaſe 
Firing. But they replied, They muſt exp: no 
other Accommodation from them, but to ſarrender 
themſelves at Diſcretion, In the mean while, the 
Cannon played upon them without Intermiſlion, 
and a little while after, three Swed;sh Lords came 
out to the Camp, with Offers to yield at Diſcre- 
tion. Whereupon, the Allies named the Sieurs 
Alefeld and Tromp to po op their part into the 
Town, to treat with the Swed:s# Generals, and 
a Trumpeter was ſent on board de Rxzter, to deſire 
him to intermit Firing, in regard the befieged 
were treating to ſurrender at Diſcretion, De Kui- 
ter anſivered, That they muſt reſolve to do it out 
of hand then, or elſe he would reduce the Town 
to a Heap of Rubbiſh. Thoſe Words were fol- 
lowed with a ſhort Ceffation of Arms'; but be- 
cauſe the beſieged made ſome Demur in coming to 
an Execution of all thoſe Offers, de Ruiter fired 
upon them again more fiercely than ever, till by a 
Letter from General Sch ak, he was informed, That 
the Swe-er, had at laſt ſubmitted to the Clemency 
of the Vieors, and that the Allies were infinitely 
obliged to him for having brought things in fo ſhort 
_ a time, to fo happy an Ifſue, Twelve Regiments 
of Swediſh Horſe, making in all 3000 Men, were 
made Priſoners of War on this occaſion, The Pri- 
ſoners of note, were 12 Colonels, and the Majors 
General Horn, Weyer and Waldeck; and the 
Duke of Weymeren, and the Count Coningſmark, 
were taken Prifnces in the Battle. That Victory

Rear-Admiral Tr0-2; aud Captain Schey had like- 


wee Wiſe orders to go into the Mediterranean, With 


a Fleet of 10 Merchant Ships ; and on the 1/f. day 
of January 1663, the two Flcets having met and 
fluted one another, De Ruiter iteer'd towards A- 
ticant, and Tromp towards Leghorn. Some weeks 
after, namely on the 17th of JMarch, de Ruiter

inſolent. For becauſe the Ratification of the Trea-

And not long after they carried a Dutch 
Merchant Ship to Alz/ers, confiſcated her Cargo, 
and fold her Men for Slaves, The States. hear- 
ing of all thefe miſchiefs Writ to their Conſul 
there, Yanden Burg, to follicit the Reſtitution of 
the Effects that were ſciz'd, and the Liberty of the

Weſt-India Companies. Some Time after, ' the 
States Ambaſſadour preſented a Memorial concern- 
ing the extraordinary Naval Preparations in Emg- 
land, and about the Hoſtilities committed by Cap- 
tain Zolms, and the forbidding of the Importation 
of Dutch Commodities into the Kingdom, under:

In the mean while the French King by his Am- 
baſſudors at Lodo and the Fiagre, preſented his 
Mediation in order to appeaſe the differences that 
were ready to kindle a War between thoſe two 
Powers; Which the United Provinces agreeably 
received, but 7 ngland refuſed : Which was the 
caale, that a little time after the Ambaſſadors of 
that Crown returned home 'very ill fatisfied. 
The States laying nothing more to Heart, 
than the maintenance of Peace, and being very 
ſenſible how dear the laſt War had coſt them, were 
vlad before they engaged themſelves in ſuch ano- 
ther, to try ali weans poſlible to avert it. -For 
that effec, they writ a I etter to the King of Eng- 
land, to ignific o him, - that they had no other 
Paſhon greater than that to preſerve Peace, hop- 
ing his Majeſty would be of the-ſame mind. The

very much damnified : _ So that ſeeing de Ruiter 
appeared not, they were forced to return back 
into their own Ports, without having madeiany 
other Progreſs than the taking of 7 Ships laden 
yith Wine, with another Ship that ſerved them 
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for Convoy, an Engli-b Prize, taken by the F1- 


WY > laricrs near 'the Caribee Iſlands, and a Ship of 


Lisbon : But the Mzn of War that were their 
co being nimble Sailers, eſcaped by the Fa- 
vour of the Night. 

Whilſt the Engl:+þ were buſie in repairing the 
Damages done to their Fleet by the i!l Weather, 
the Zealand Fleer, conſiiting of 31 Men of War, 


having ſet fail the 22d of May, at break of Day, 


joyned that of Hollana, under the Command of 
Lieutenant-Admiral Opdam, After which jun- 
ion, the whole Fleet kept on their Courſe, being 
compoſed of 103 Men of War, 7 Yachts, 11 Fire- 
ſhips, . and 12 Galliots, carrying 4869 Guns, and 
21631 Men, and was divided into 7 Squa- 
drons.

coming homewards; but they having had rime- 
ly notice of it by fome Durch Galliots, happily 
retired into the Harbour of Bergen in Norway, 
to the Number of 10 Ships ; and two more belong 
ing to the fame Company went into Dronthezm ; 
and beſides them, there were 60 Merchant-ſhips 
more richly laden, bound homewards to. Holland, 
The Admirals of the Ergl:/b Fleet, upon that News, 
were deſperately enraged they had let ſlip fo rich a 
booty out of their Chops, {o that calling a Coun- 
cl of War, they reſolved to attack the Dwurch in 
the Bay, whether they could get the Governour of

Bergen's conſent or no, with Deſign and Hopes to 
take, or at lea(t burn and deſtroy their Fleet there. 
They ſent therefore to the ſaid Gavernour, named 
Aleveld, to defire his Conſent to their Entexprinn 
who being unprovided then with Guns and Ammu- 
nition ſafficient to reſiſt them, held them off. z 
Days with fair Words, telling them, He durſt not 
let them attempt upon anyShips in that his Maſter's 
Port, without expreſs Orders from his Majeity;

by any Hoſtility to violate the Liberty of his 
Maſter's Harbours.

e face immediately and after that the 
Dutch heard no more from the Danes of their 
demand of 100000 Crowns. On the contrary, 
they - cor» Sap obligingly conſented to t 
departure of their Merchant ſhips, but yet they re- 
fuſed to reſtore 41 pieces of Cannon that the 
Hollanders had drawn out of their Eaſt-Indsa, 
and other Merchant ſhips, to be imployed part- 
ily in the Caſtle, and partly in Batteries -raif 
ed on the ſhore, during the late fight with the 
Engliſh. For when the Dutch redemanded them, 
the Danes anſwered, that they had need -of them 
themſelves for their own defence againit the £::g- 
lh, whom they had incenſed againſt them up- 
on their account ; fo that with all the Dutch 
could do or fay, they could never perſwade them 
to part with them again. 

After the Eaſt-1ndia and other Merchant ſhips 
had joyned . the Grand Ficer of men of War, 
they unmoor'd from the Bay of Berger, at the 
beginning of Sepremmber, and about 4 days after 
were ſaluted by fo terrible a Tempeſt that they 
were almoſt all entirely ſcattered one from an- 
other. And beſides the loſs of two Fire-Ships 
that were caſt away, there were many Ships 
[hrewdly endamaged. Two E25/-India Ships, 
viz. The Golden Phenix, and the Fort of H- 
ningen, and 4 men of War, viz. the Weſt-Frief- 
land, the Groningen, the De Zevenwolaen, and 
the Hope, being ſeparated from the Admiral s 
Flag, by the 11! Weather, fell into the hands of 
the Exglzh near the Dogger-Sand, And ſome days 
after, the Ships, Huw re Swieren, the Cavalcer 
of Gwelders the Sr. Panl of Zealand, and the Sr. 
Paul of Enkhuizen, together with 3 Merchant 
Ships, 2 Fire Ships, &c. were likewiſe: taken, 
being drawn into the ſnare by the treachery of a

"nel, and join the Holland Fleet. And accord- 
ingly appearing upon the Coaſts of England, he 
put them in alarm, and made a- Ceſcent in feve- 
ral places, and carried off a few ſheep, and 
ſome other ſmall Booty, which was all the ſer- 
vice he did the Hollanders whom he never join- 
ed, or the harm he did the Englsh, whom he ne- 
vea fought, ſave only that by ſculking about, and 
keeping the Enemy in fears however that he 
would join the Dutch he cauſed the Engliſh to 
divide their Force and ſend 'a- part after him 
where he was not to be found, and fo gave op- 
portunity to the Hollanaers to batter and diſtreſs 
the other part, with their whole Force, and to 
obtain ſuch an advantage over the Ezglsbh. as the 
could never do when their Forces were United.

The Mer- 
chant ſhips cut their Anchor Cables at fo horri- 
ble a ſpectacle to flie as well as they! could from 
the fury of the flames, In the mean while the 
men in the three Fgl:sþ Fire-ſhips that ſtill re- 
mained *advanc'd ? Crying out ! { am. Heemf kerk 
the Author of the enterprize ;, and ſet fire to ſome 
Merchant ſlups richly laden, and bound for Mu/- 
covy, Which after their men had fignaliz'd them- 
ſelves to the utmoſt in their defence, were like- 
wiſe burnt to aſhes. After that, the English with 
22 Eoats went out of the Brandaris, and by fa;

Seamen mad? a very vi- 
gorous reliſtance ; for they repulſed the Englssb, 
and funk ſome of their Boats, fo that under their 
ſhelter, ſeveral rich Merchants deſigned for /- 
covy were preſerved from the Enemies fire, who 
durit follow them no further for fear of running a- 
ground. 
 Holms being informed by ſome Priſoners, that 
the Ule. likewiſe was in no condition to defend 
it ſelf, detacht away two Frigats and ſome {mall 
Veſſels, with orders to Land their men: in the 
Fort : But a Tempeſt ariſing with a moſt ter- 
rible rain that laſted all night, it was impoſlible 
for them to put their nd in execution, becauſe 
their powder, and other neceſſary materials to do

The States Fleet being got ready, unmoor'd on 
the 5th. of September, conliiting of 71 men of War 
or Frigats, and. 27 fire-ſhips, Belites the New Of- 
ficers abovementioned, Yice Admirat Bazkert ſuc- 
ceeded as Lieutenant Admiral in the room of John 
Evert/z ; and Captain Matthy/z was made Rear- 
Admiral of Zealand, The fleet was divided into 
3 Squadrons ; the firſt was Commanded by de Ru- 
rer himſelf ; the ſecond by Lientenant Admiral 
de Gent ;, and the third by Lieutenant Admiral 
Bankert, On the 8th of September, the Dutch 
fleet came to an Anchor between Dunkirk and New- 
port, and upon'fome advice receiv'd from Par:s, that 
the. Duke 'of Beanjord, Admiral of France had un- 
moor'd frem Rochelle: Nay, and that he was come al- 
ready as far as the mouth of the Channel, in order 
to join de Ruiter, the States fleet weighed Anchor 
on the 11th,” in the morning, and made tail towards 
Callis and Bullen : Where the Vice Admirals 
Sweers, and Evert/z.,, meeting with a great English 
ſhip, called the Loyal Charles, carrying 56 Guns, and 
200 men, they took her. She had underwent a 
moſt 'terrible Tempeſt, in which ſhe had loſt her 
Fore-maſt. and Bolt-ſprit, ſo that de Ruirer order- 
ed her to be burnt. About noon, he heard, that 
the English fleet conſiſting of above 100 ſail was 
following after that-of Holland, whereupon de Rni- 
ter preſently put up a Red Flag as a ſignal to his 
fleet to fail all together at the ſame time up- 
on the Enemies, ' But- the English Admiral tacking 
about to the North ward, ſheered away with all 
his Navy from the Durch fleet, which chaſed them, 
and fired at their 'Rear, in: the view of an inhr . 
nite Number of People that were got together on the 
Coaſts of France, and were fpectators of the da- 
ring Courage of the Hollanders, and of the Re- 
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freat of the 'Englich, who, as was ſuppoſed, for 


want of Men, who-in great Numbers had been 
ſwept away-by Sicknels, - contented themſelves only 
with making-a Shew at Sea, - but did not thiak fit to 
hazard an Engagement, and ſo made towards- Port /- 
mouth, And as for the Admiral of France, he ap- 
peared not, and fo de Raiter being. weary of wait- 
ng ſo long for him in vain,,- had Orders from the 
States, to conduct the Fleet back again into their 
reſpective Ports, and only to detach a Squadran. out 
of therm'of 25 Men of War, tocruiſe to the North- 
ward, tolook for the Ships that were expected com- 
ing back from the Eaſ/-Indies, 


Four Days after, the States had News of the preadful

ber, 1t made ſuch an Advance by favour of the Wind, 
that it was not extinguiſhed till the z*th, that is to 
ſay, 5 Days after, when at laſt they were fam to 
ſmother 1t by blowing up fome Houſes, as 'the- laſt 
Remedy that could be thought of, It ſeemed as if 
Fire had been fallen from Heaven to puniſh that 
proud City, and that God, - the: juſt Revenger of 
Crimes had determined to reduce it into Aſhes, .or 
at leaſt to chaſtiſe it in ſuch-a manner, that it ſhould 
for ever wear laſting Marks of bis Puniſhment. 
For that dreadful Conflagration extended from the 
Tower to Temple-bar, and in all that ſpace, there 
remained not a Houſe ſtanding all-a-long by the 
Thames, fo that it may well be faid, That by that 
Judgment the Inhabitants of that great City, and 
even of all England ſuffered Loſſ's incomparably 
greater and more ſenſible than the Engl;ſh had late!

On the 23d of Jane Mr. de Wit ſent ſome athe 
Diſpatches to the States, to inform them of ſever;

He miormed them, 
that the Bed of the River was fo narrow, that there 
could but one Ship paſs along it abreaſt, and thar 
the Ergl:sb fired ſo hotly from their Artillery, that 
none of the Hol/anders duriſt advance tov go near 
them any more : But that Captain Brukel, 4 
ing to the College of the Admiral a Roterdam, 
offering himſelf to that Service, made appear, thasx

equipp'd, yet he undertook alone to go up and burn

After that, the French King being mnch dif- 
guited at the Condu of the States, never. left 
off to ſeek out occaſion to ſhew his fierce Reſent- 
ment, The firſt ttep he thought fit tomaketo- 
Wards it, Was to endeavour to break the Famous, 
and by him ſo much dreadedTripple-Alliance,by dr 
viding the Princes that were engag'd in it.

And he alledged, That 
the ſaid Vice-Admiral going foremoſt, with a part 
of his Squadron, had not attackt the Enemy as he 
ought ; and further, that he had not maintained 
the Attack neither, when he was engaged any bet- 
ter than he had begun, becauſe he kept till fo to

faithfully teſtifie. pi 2 \ 
To that, Vice-Admiral Sweers anſwered in his 
Juſtification, T hat the Damages his Ship had ſuffer- 
ed, as well as the great number of Men he had 
killed and wounded on Board him, ſufficed to clear 
him from the Injuſtice and cruel Outrage done to 
his Reputation, ſince by that it might eafily be ſeen 
he was hotly engaged with the Enemies at the Be- 
ginning of the Fight ; but that at laſt his Main- 
 } being ſhot down, he was forced, much 
againſt his Will, to retire, in order to repair his 
Damages; That in ſuch an occaſion it was impoſli- 
ble for him to change his Ship, becauſT that of 
Captain Jong was as much diſabled as his own, and 
that beſides the Frigats that ſeconded him were too 
{mall to put his Flag up in; And that he made Oath 
before God, that he was not guilty of the Crime 
imputed to him, bu that he had performed as well 
as any Man in the Fleet. 

And the Quarrel between theſe two Generals 
grew ſo hot, that they would have proceeded from 
Words to Blows, had it not been for the Reſfj 
they were obliged to have for the Deputies of the 
States, who were there preſent, and who, to pre- 
vent the miſchievousConleauences that might follow 
from thoſe Diennces, ordered Cornelius Evertſe., 
Van Nes, and John Dik, accompanied with Va: 

« Worm, the Fiſcal of the Fleet, to go on Board 
Vice-Admiral Sweers Ship, to examine the Damages 
he had ſuffered, and to report them to the Council 
of War. Lieutenant Admiral Tromp fortified his 
Accafation with 14 Depoſitions which were receiv'd, 
and which all amounted only to this, viz.

the Commiſſioners appointed to examine thetn, who 


1673: loudly declared, That'if the Ship had been their 


own, they muſt have been conſtrained to aft inthe 
ſame manner as Sweers had done. In the ſecond 
place he produced a liſt of his killed and woun- 
ded men, which were to the Number of 32 of 
the latter, and 11 of the former, which was at- 
teſted by the Chirargeons of his ſhip. The Prince 
of Orange taking that affair to heart, ſent word 
to the Council of War, that he defired them, to 
put it off till ſome further time, that he might him- 
ſelf. be fully infermed of the whole truth of it, 
Tromp and Sweers profeſſed themſelves well fa- 
tisfhed with it, and promiſed to conform to his 
Highnefles orders, and that was the end of the dif- 
pute between thoſe two Generals, 

On the 19th of the month upon advice, - that 
the Royal fleets were retired into the Thames 
Rear Admiral de Haan was detacht away with a 
Squadron of 12 men of War, 2 fire-ſhips, and 
Advice Yachts, with order to obſerve them. .4n 
he reported at his retury, that he had heard fron 
a pilot of Lubeck that came from Zondoz on the 
16th, that the two Hoſtile fleets were riding 
near Sheerneſs to the Number of about 7o men 
of War, and that they were to go up the Ri- 
Ver as tar as Tilbury Hope, to take on board 
20000 men of Regular Troops in order to at- 
tempt a deſcent upon the Coaſts of Zealand, and 
that there were already 20 ſhips ready. 

On the 27th. the two fleets of England and France 
pa to Sea again, being 150 fail ſtrong, viz. 80 

zeluch and 28 Frenc:> men of War. The Dutch 
fleet on the other fide, were but 100 fail in all, in- 
clading theReinforcements they had lately recaved; 
but however, in that cangerous Junture, they re- 
ſolved notwithitanding the inequality . of their 
Forces to po and mee: the Enemies, and. give 
them Battle. And on th. 1it, of * Auguſt, they 
met them, but the Enenm:.s who mtended ny

dron had the Van, fired ſeveral Guns at them to 
invite them to an Engagement, and preſented them 
Battle, but that was not their deſign.

Cannon was likewiſe ſent 
down thither to furniſh ſufficient batteries of de- 
fence, About 11a Clock before noon, 6 or 7 
light Frigats approacht ſo near the Coalts by fa- 
vour of the Tide, that the Dutch on ſhore be- 
gun to play their Cannon at them, which the 
English anſwered with the like, but without doing 
much miſchief.

Theſe three ſucceſlive Advantages the Dutch 
Fleet had gotten over the Englishþ and French 
quite roiced all the Conqueſts the French King had 
made by Land, with as much Rapidity as Succeſs; 
for thereby the Coalits and Havens of the United 
Provinces being freed from the Oppreſſion of two 
powerful Fleets, that kept them as it were beſieged, 
the Dutch had thereby time ro take Breath, and to 
draw from thence the Troops that were poſted 
there, and to employ them elſewhere. For the Prince 
of Orange ſeeing Fortune begun to declare her ſelf 
for his Arms, marched the Stat's Army, that was 


reinforced by ſome Spansſh Troops, towards Na- / 


erden, in order to befiege it; and after the Redyu- 
tion of that Place, he joyned the Emperors Army 
under the Command of Count Aontecuculi, and 
formed the Siege of Bone, that was taken on the 
14th of November, Which happy Succeſſes, and 
the Arrival of the Imperialiit, abſolutely broke the 
Meaſures of France and its Allies, ani forced them 
all at a ſpurt to quit the Conqueits they had made 
with ſo much Rapidity, by diſabling them to pre- 


ſerve them, without leaving themſelves without . 


Troops ſufficient to oppoſe to the Prince of Orange 
and Imperialiſts in the Field, which it was much 


more dangerous for them, to let their 'Eneries be 
Maſters of, than it was - 07% we to quit their late 


Conqueſts, and the Pride they took in having got- 


ten them. 
Therefore on the 7th of Otober they quitted 


Woorden, on the 14th of November Bommel, and 
on the 23d of the ſame Month Ur recht, and mn ge- 


-neral all the Conqueſts they had made in the Pro- 
-vinces of Urrecht, Guelders and Over-Tſſe! : But 


before their Retreat, they extorted immenſe Sams

1; HE Fleet of the United Provinces weighed 
| Anchor on the 24th of Jay, and-on the 26th 
arrived before, Dankirk, from whence they, de- 


parted on the 27th towards Dover, where the Mar-- 
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qtels de Freſno, the King of Spain's Embaſſadour 
at the Court of England,-carlc on Board the Ad- 


miral, to ſee it. "They afterwards kept cruiſing 


along the Channel, and about T ozbay, till the-7th of 
Tue; and.during a!l that time kept the Coaſts of 
Erence in 4 coritinual Alarm: 

- Lieutenant Admiral de Fxirer, in purſuance of 
the States Orders, ſeparated from Licutenant Ad- 
mir! Trop on the 8th, with a Squadron” of Men 
of War andfome Troops, and failed away for the 
Weſj/-Indies: And then the reſt of the Fleet under 
Trezih unmoored from Torbay , and arrived the 
fame Evening near th: Gowſtartr, On the 19th 
and 20th they diſcovered the 1/le of Uſha.” At 


the approach of the Fleer, the French fired thair 


Beacons all-a-long the Coaſt, -and the Arrierbann 
of Zritairy were moſt of them poited in and about 
Brejr, which they had taken'great Care to fortific : 
And they had placed a great many Ships at 'the 
Monti of the Harbour, upon which they had pla- 
ced Cannon, and erected Batteries, The ' French 
being {o itrong upon their Guard on that fide, the 
Generals of the Dutch Fleet, found it impollidle to 
execute their Proje&ts there, and unanimontly re- 
ſolved to move towards Belle-1/]e, and there to 
wait for ſuch of their Ships as were- (traggled from 
the Body of their Fleet, and then to fail all-together 
towards the Mouth of the 'Zoire. According to 
that Project, the Fleet unmoor'd, and: on the 22

and befides that, he diſpatched a Qouricy tothe 
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1674: Marqueſs of Coetlogon, with orders to throw him- 
.CR_A elf into Belle-Iſle, which he accordingly did with 


600 Foot, and 8o Gentlemen. 

On the 24th the Du:ch Fleet anchored on the 
Eaſt-fide of the Caſtle, .. in 13. Fathom Water, 
There came likewife to the Fleet a {mall E-gl;ch 
Ship, which reported, There were' 8009 Men in 
Arms in the Iſland, which was alſo confirmed by 
the French Sonnder that was taken. But it being 
found afterwards that thetr Number in reality was 
but 3000, the Darch reſolved upon a Deſcent. But 
firit the Count de Horn ſent a Trumpeter with a 
Summons to the Governour of the Ifle; who re- 
turned in the Afternoon with this Anſwer, That 


both he the ſaid Governour, and all the Inhabitants, 


were reſolved to defend themſelves to the laſt Ext e- 
mity, in caſe the Iſland were attacked. 

On the 26th Lieutenant Admiral 770mp, and the 
Count de Horn, took a Boat, and went and viewed 


Belte-Ife. in' what Places it would be moſt proper to make a 
| Deſcent ; and when they came back to the Fleet, 


they ordered the Land-T roops to be in Readineſs 
for the next Day, with a Defign to make then an 
Attempt, ,in caſe the Wind proved favourable : 
And accordingly, on the 27th, at Break of Day, 
the Signal was given for it, upon which all the Gal- 
liots, being filled with Soldiers, approached the 
Shore, in order to makea Deſcent, by Favour of 
the Fire made by the Guns of their Men of War.

On the 3oth Tromp ſent another Trumpeter to 
the Caitle, | To deſire the Releaſe of ſome Dutch 
Priſoners, in confideration that the Count de Horn 
had already releaſed a great Number of theirs, both 
Men, Women and Children, Upon which De- 
mand, the Governour ſent back 17 Soldiers and $ea- 
men, and one Drummer, who venturing to ſtraggle 
too far from the Army: were taken by the French ; 
and becauſe in ſo doing they had tranſgreſſed their 
Orders, twoof them at their Return were hanged 
for an Example. The Dutch, after having ftaid 
two Days upon the Iſland, reſolved at length to re- 
imbark again, without attempting any thing more 
upon the Caſtle, becauſe they thought it would 
colt too much Time formally to befiege it. They 
carried off with them only three Pieces of Cannon 
from the Iſland to the Fleet. |

The French at the firſt Approach of the Dutch, 
fired ſomething briskly upon them, but as ſoon as 
they ſaw them advance, and march towards them 
with an undaunted Reſolution, they deſerted their 
Retrenchments, | and retired a great way- up into 
the Country. They likewiſe quitted the Caſtle of 
the Iſland; fo that the Holanders were all landed 
about 7 in the Evening, and put up the Prince's 
Colours upon the Caſtle,and upon the Mills.

. The King of Denmark having embarkt his Army 
confiſting of 18000 Men, Horſe and Foot,unmoor'd 
the Sthof July with a Fleet of 500 Ships, and 
came to an Anchor the next day before £24 up- 
on the Coaſt of Schonen between Helfi22h:g and. 
Landskroon, accompanied by the Price his Bro-

derick the third, In the mean while the main Body 
of the Sweediſh Fleet was put to fo great a Ront, 
that they quitted the Fight, and left to the Dares 
a glorious Victory, and a great many of their Ships. 
For Vice-Admiral B:ee-took the Mars, carrying 
72 Guns ; Rear-Admiral Flors« K arſftenſz took the 
Fulizs Ceſar of 60 Guns; Captain Yar Yacht took 
the Flying Wolf of 56 Gurs; Captain Dreyer took 
the Swediſh Lion of 52 Guns, The Dragon, carry- 
ing 64 Guns, was ſtranded ; the Saturn was burnt ;

Towards the End of that famous Fight, the Auxi- 
liary Squadrons ſent by the States to the Aid of the 
K.of Denmark appeared towards the Sound, under 
the Condudt of Lieutenagt Admiral! William Baſtia- 
anſz,:, and" came very opportunely to' help to com- 
pleat the Ruine of the ſhattered Relicks of the Swe-

The Count de Guldenliev, Governour or Vice- 
Roy of Norway, formed an Te 4624 upon the 
important Place of Aarſtrand, where is a very 
commodious Port, in which a great Number of 
Ships may fafely ride in any Weather. The Town 
ſtands in an Iſland of the ſame Name. which is en- 
vironed on all fides with Rocks, There are in it 
twoother conſiderable Places beſides, viz. Karel-

Admiral Fus!, who com- 
manded it in chief, direQed his Courſe towards 
the Country of S-aland, and the Ifle of Enland, 
before which the Fleet anchored on the 11th of Ax- 
guſt, Where being arrived, 2 Trampeters were 
preſently ſent off, one to the Country of Smaland, 
and the other to the Iſle of Enland, to fummon the 
Inhabitants to come and agree with the Danes about - 
Contributionsz but they were ſo far from com- 
plying with that Order, that they were fo inſglent 
as to abuſe the Trumpeters, and ſent them away 
very Ul ſatisfied, T' _ who was on board the 
Ship called the Prince George, came to the fleet 
accompanied with Vice Admiral Belke, and was 

o ſurpriſed at the ſtrange anſwer and Treatment 

Trumpeters met withal, as alfo at the order 
found on board the Swedish —__ there ta- 
ken, importing that if they had had the ViRory, 
they were to deſtroy all the Iſlands belonging to 
the King of Denmark with fire and ſword, that 
he thought fit to ſend the Sicur Muller with a 
detachment of 200. Soldiers and 100 Seamen, in- 
to the Country of. Smaland, and Vice Admiral 
Spaen with another party of men to the Iſle of 
Enland, with orders'to do all the miſchief and 
ſpoil they poſſibly could there, till they had

execution, For the Troops that entred Smaland 
burnt there ſome Lordſhips, ſome Villages, and 
the ſmall Town of Munſternaar.

On the 5th. of September 
they parted from Admiral Jzel, who ſeeing there 
was nothing more to do at Kalmar, nor inthe 
Iſle of Enland, weighed Anchor the next day, and 
paſling by the Country of Smaland, he ravaged 
the Iſles of Vkno, and Rimo, where he put ſeveral of 
the inhabitants-to the ſword that attempted to make 
reſiſtance. After that expedition, he went and 
attackt 24 of the King of Sweden's Magazines 
near Weſterwyk. ptain Bovenfield with 
a party of 150 Seamen, was commanded to go 
and burn them , who at the ſame time 
fire to two Lordſhips and three Villages thatwer 
higher up the Country, in ſpite of the copatit- 
on the Swedes made with a body of Peaſants that 
were got together. | 
After that, a Reſolution was taken to attack 

Weſterwyk, and burn it, for which exceution 
choice was made of of the lighteſt Fri- 
gats in the Fleet, with which were ſent a detach- 
ment of 500 Soldiers, and as many Seamen under 
the Command of General Myer and of Rear- 
Admiral Floriſz Karſtenſz, On the 10th. of Sep- 
tember, they preſented ſelves at the mouth of 
the Haven of Weſterwyk, where they lodged 
two Frigats which fired hotly at the Baſtion 
of Sparo/und , whilſt on the other fide, the 
Generals advanced with their Boats into the Port 
to view in what place BY ight beſt make - a 
deſcent ; and after they ha by ſeveral Ulets, 
they attackt two Retrenchments, which they took. 
On the 11th. at break of day, they forced open 
the Barrier or Boom of the Haven, and ſent in 
their Fire-Ships and their other ſmall Ships. 
About 7 a Clock the Dares preſented them- 
ſelves before the Town, which appeared to them 
in the form of a Half-Moon, being adorned with 
many 
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many fair Houſes and Stately Turrets. Fro 

the Cid Captain Dreyer red upon 1t = 
his Guns, which the Swedes anſwered from a bat- 
tery of 12 pieces of Cannon they had ere&ed on 
the ſhore, When night came on the Swede; 


threw their Cannon into the water, and Quitted 


that Poſt, and afterwards the Town ; upon which 
the Danes next morning ſeized both the, Town 
and Fort, That place bedlenged to Count . Ko- 


ningſmark, The Danes reduced it all to aſhes, 


not ſparing ſo much as the ſhips*that were in the 
Harbour. After that great Expedition, theFleet 
weigh'd Anchor, and failed for Gothland after 
they had put all the Country every where in a- 
larm;” and carried' terrour. even as fat as' Stotkholm 
the Capital City of the Kingdom. 

Admiral Tremp as we have ſaid, had received 
order, to go to Copenhagen, where he arrived 
on the- 10 of Seprember, together with both the 
Dutch Squadron, and the Danih one that was 
detacht from the main Fleet. 

All things being ready then for a great Expe- 
dition the King of Denmark had reſolved upon, 
his Majeſty put himſelf at the head of the Fleet 
followed by Tromp, by the other General Officers 
of the Fleet,and by _ men, being RegularTroops 
which were embarkt with them. On the 13t 
of the month, they weighed Anchor, and on the 
16th they came in ſight of the Iſle of R en, and 
the next'day the great Niips Anchored at the point 
of W:rraw, whilſt 


eGalliots and other ſmaller Veſ- 
ſels 'were ſent towards the ſhore, between the 
Peninſule, or half Ilnd Wittaw,  and-., Taſmmad, 
where they Landed their' Troops with ſuch Ex- 
pedition that about 4'in the afternoon the beſt 
part of both their Horſe and Foot were already on 
ſhore. The Commander Keller at the head of 
30 men, and a Major at the head of 15 Germans 
advanced the. foremoſt of all ; at their approach 
a body of the Enemics Cavalry of 100 men fell

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upon them and charged them, but after two diſ- 
charges they were fain' to flie, not being able a- 
ny longer to ſtand againſt the fierce ring that 


was made at them from the ſhips. The Danes 
loſt not one man in that Rencounter and pre- 
ſently diſcharged their Cannon and ſmall Arms 
for Joy th Fad had the happineſs to Land with- 
out any obſtacle, | 
The fame evening, 5o Dansh Horſe were de- 
tacht away towards |Wittaw and Faſmund ;, but 
they found'no bady there but ſomePeafants,and two 
Horſemen whom they brag Priſoners to the 
Army. On the 18th the King himſelf and Prince

tothe Ele&tour of Brandenburg, who was then em- 
ployed in the Siege of Stetin, They arrived there 
on the 22d. Upon whoſe application the Gene- 
rous Eleour preſently detacht away a Bo- 
dy of Horſe with or to go to the Fort 
Pennemunder, to be ready at a Call to: back the 
Dares in their enterprize upon the Iſle of Ruger. 
And by that means, the Dares were ſo well Re- 
inforced that Count Koning/mark that Comman- 
ded the Swediſh Tr in that Iſle, found him- 
ſelf not in any condition to oppoſe their de- 
redations, and much leſs to give them Battle. 
owever to do what he could, he Commanded 
the Gentlemen of the Country and all the  1n- 
habitants to come in and joyn him, but Marſhal 
Goltz, having publiſht contrary orders, there were 
very few that ventured to pay obedience ts Count 
Koningſmark. | 


Neither 
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Neither were the Danish Troops Reinforced 


www only. by the  Brandenbargers, but the King of © 


Denmark himſelf came and joyned them with a good 
Body of Horſe, fo that the Army then was Bod 
ſtrong, Count Koningſmark therefore finding his 
forces ,much inferiour to thoſe of the Daxes, 
thought it better..to' Quit the field, than (lay to 
be beaten out of if ; and therefore retired to 


Straclſund, correing. off with him all he poſſibly 
could, Thus the Danes became Maſters of the 
whole Iſle, excepting only the Old and New Fort,*4 
the firſt of which they took ſoon after, but the 
latter of them: having received a Reinforcement 
of freſh Troops from Srrael/zmd, ftoutly with- 
ſtoad all their: attacks, and were the, caule after- 
wards that they were forced to, Quit all the 
Conqueſts: they had made there. .. All thoſe bap- 
py ſucceſſes the Dares had in, the Iſle of Ruger, 
were followed by the taking of the Town of 
Stetin, which after a long and. bloody Siege yiel- 
ded at laſt to the Ele&our of Brandenbis on 
the 26th. of Deceuber. 


Count K apgione's being Griperaſely enraged 
at the Progrefſes of the Dares inthe Iſle of &4- 
gen, Was extreamly unpatient to find an oppor- 
tunity tg deliyer it from their depredations, and 
to reſtore it to its rightful] Prince: ;- And for that 
effe, having with wonderfull celerity, embarked 
his Infantry, he went and Landed with his Ca- 
valry at the New Fort, which the more cafily de- 
ceived theDanes, becauſe they thought nothing more . 
impraGcable or leſs to be feared than fo ipecdy a 
return. of the Swedes. At his arrival he aff-mb- 
led all the Troops he had with him to. the Num- 
ber of 5000 fighting men, and. on the 18th, of 
the month, went and- encamped in the open. field 
with a_ Reſolution to give Battle to the Dazes.

Command ws chief. of theDangyh Forces; and be- 
ing not a. man of ſpirit to ſuffer the Brayado's of 
Count K ninz/mark, he allo appeared m the field 
with'an Army of 7000 fighting men, {o that the 
two parties evgaged in a Fight, which was fatal 
to the Danes. .

Tromp's diſpatches were not deliver'd to them. 

The Erzlish Adiniral Ship, leaking on all ſides, 
and very much ſhatter'd, had much ado to get into 
the Downs, There Blake Buried his Dead, in the 
Number of which were his Maſter and ſeveral other 
Perſons of Note, to whom he cauſed very particu- 
lar honours to be rendred ; which done, he put Pen 
to Paper to inform the Parliament of all that had paſ- 
fed, Whereof here follows the Copy.

whole Country, Upon which, Olzver Cromwell, 
then General of all the Forces of England, and who 
was the Primum mobile of that Infant-Repub-

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lick, immediately ſet out towards the Maritime pla- : 
ces, as well to appeaſe the peoples diſturbed JV 
Spirits, as to inform himſelf of the particulars of 


the fight. Some Regiments were likewiſe detach'd 
from the Army, and order'd to march towards the 
Sea Coaſts, which were Quarter'd at Greenwich, 
Graveſend, Sandwich, and Dover, 

Cromwell having carefully Examined intoall the 
reports of the Battle, was very ill ſatisfied 
at it, and fo much the more becauſe Captain Wl- 
liam Brandley, and Captain Dennis Bond, both En- 
zlich Men that were in Dover Caſtle at that time, 
agreed together, as well as the Durch Cogtaing, 
T uynemans and Sipke Fokkes, who were priſoners, 
that it was their opinion, that Blake had made three 
ſhots at Tromp, before he offered to defend him- 
ſelf, After ſuch a diſcovery as that, Cromwell re- 
turned to the Parliament at London,andat his arri- 
val, all was pacified, and the unruly 44obb quietly

However what had paſt, left no Room for any to

Among the Captains that were kill:d, were 
reckoned Balk, Van Zaanen, Port, Spanhem, Al- 
lart, Sipke Fokkes and Regemorter, Schey, Van 
Zeelſt, and Swers were made Priſoners, The 
number of men kill'd was about 600, and that of the 
wounded ſomewhat more, De &#u ter having loſt

cipal part of that Pedeſtal jetts out in a ſquare

Tromp his ite. On both fides, on the right and 


left, are to be ſeen ſeveral Ornamental works 
in Relief, or raiſed work, of white Marble, repre- 
ſenting Crowns of Lawrel, Garlands of Fruits,and 
flowers, and Garnitures of Sea-ſhell s. 

Upon this Pedeſtal lies the Statue of the Ad- 
miral im compleat Armor, with the head reſting 
upon. a plece of Cannon, the Body upon the 
Helm of a Ship. Behind the Body there is a 
{quare Table of Marble, in which is enchaſeda 
Plate of touch-ſtone, on which is engraven in 
Golden Letters, the Epitaph we ſhall afterward:

WA of what great Conſequence it was for them, to 


preſerve their Sea Forces, and how dangerous 
to hazard them in a Battle, Kept their Fleet 
within their Ports, being perſwaded, that Win 
ter wona'd, 2s it did lift year, force the ol 
landers to quit their Coaits ; {o that de Ruirer was 
able to do them noother harm thatExpedition,than 
only to interrupt their Commerce, ana alarm their 
whole Copntry. 

We have above related, what means the U- 
nited Provinces uſed, to break the deſigns of 
Swede!ane!, in the year 1656, and to free Dazt- 
zick, and the Baliick Sea 'from the oppreſſion 
of that Power. That War which had made 
the States fo uneafiz, and put them to ſo much 
expence, was followed by another much more 
bloody and dangerous. For Frederick the II. 
King of Denmarh, iceing the Swediſh Monarch 
Employed with his whole Forces in proſecuting 
the War he had with Poland, and conſidering, 
that was a fair occaſion for him to ſtrike in, and 


Revenge his Father, Chriſtiern the Vth's _

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taken from him, he without any heſitation , de- 
clared himſelf, being inflamed on one fide, with 


'the defire of Revenge, and on the other, put for- 


ward by the ſecret allurements of a certain Fo- 
reign Power. And accordingly marching his Ar- 
my into the Country of Bre-:ez under the Com- 
mand of ' General B:lde, he attackt and took ſe- 
veral places belonging to the 3vedes, But For- 
tane that had gone along with his Arms mn 
their happy beginning proving afterwards Jadiſh 
to him, deſerted him to that degree, that he ſoon

- minions. For Charles Guſtauis, King of Swede- 


lard, Quitting Peland immediately upon that

Bilde to Quit the Dutchy of Bremen, and to 
retire to Frederickſode, But that place being 
ſituated ppon the little Belt that ſeparates the 
Ile of Funen from the Firm land of Tutland, 
was ſoon reduced under the obedience of Swede- 
land, King Guſtavus ſtopt not the Career of 
his Conqueſts there, but paſſing his Army which 
was almoſt all Horſe , over the Ice, he enter- 
el the like of Func, where he put to th?

The Afairs of the North being in that ticklif

Eut the Erelish broke that proj.& under pre- 
tence they had received no Orders for ſo dog, 
and whilit the Deputies from the Hollanicys 
were at Boſton buſicd in Regulatirg the limits, the 
E»7l:5h fell upon ſome Viilages belonzing to the 
States, and took them, publiſhing at the ſame 
time, that they knew no New Holland, but on- 
lv a New Elana, of which all the Country 
depended, fo that they influenced many of the 
inhabitants to take Arms againit the Govern- 
ment. The directors of the {/:/t-1n4:4 Com- 
rany mad2 their Complaints of it, to their 
High and Mightincfles, hoping they might come 
to an amicable Accommo3ation about it, but the 
reſult made it plainly appear, that the Emnglrsh 
intended nothing leſs than Peace. 

In the mean while the King of great Britain 
had Advice from Vice Adiniral Lawſozz, and 
Captain Beriley at Cadiz, that Vice Admiral de 
Ruiter having Anchored in the Road of that 
Town, had taken in Proviſions for a year, and 
that on the 5th. of O#7ober at 8 in the morning 
he weighed Anchor, with a Squadron of 12 great 
Men of War, in order to make the beſt of his 
way in all appearance towards the Coaſts of 
Gurney, tho' he had given out that he was go- 
ing to Sally. And indeed the ſuſpicions of the 
Enelizh in that point were not without ſome 
foundation, for de Ruiter had received Expreſs 
Orders from the States, to fail towards Cape 
Verd and the Coaſt of Guiney; to reduce the 
Englih to reaſon, and make them reſtore by force 
what they bad unjuſtly uſurprt, Upon

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Upon that news all the Dxt:h Ships were 


ſtopt in England, and Letters of repriſal were 
ranted ; but all thoſe Commilitons granted in 
alte were recalled, as well to ſhew all Europe, 
that they would not be Aggreſfors, as to gain 
time to Compleat the manning of their Navy. 
It was thought more proper to let looſe the 
men of War and Capers upon the Hollanders as 
well to encourage their preſs'd Seamen, and to 
get men enough to furniſh their Grand Fleet, 
as the more etfeQually to interrupt the Com- 
merce of the United | *reFrenrng by taking their 
Merchant Ships that went to and fro in the 
Channel. 
- And becauſe they knew, they in Holland ex: 
ected about that time the return of their Ships 
rom. France and the Streights, they thought it 
their beſt way: to- go and meet them, and to en- 
deavour to take them, before they let the Pri- 
vateers go out, Who in all likehhood, would but 
have awakened the Hollande#s, and made them 
think the more of ſecuring themſelves. And this 
proje& - ſucceeded well with them-: For the Mer- 
chant Fleet conſiſting of 113 fail, having quit- 
ted the Coaſt of France, to purſue their way 
home along . the. Channel, was taken, and carri- 
ed into the Ports of England. But amongit fo 
reat a Number of Merchant Ships, there being 
ome Ships belonging to other Nations, they were 
redemanded, yet all the reſt remained in their 
hands. At the ſame time the King of England 
in . Juſtification of that procecding, publiſt'd the

Commerce, ſince by that, not only the Merchan- 
dizes, Which ſhould be found on Board the Dutch 
Ships, were to be declared good Prize, but allo all 
the Veſſels belonging to them, it they were laden 
with Dtch Commodities; or if they had on 
board them any of the Subjects of the United Pro- 
vinces..+ The French, and thoſe of Hamburg and 
Oftcnd ſufficiently felt the EffeRs of it, fince ma- 
ny of them, ' tho' they were going toward Neuter- 
Places, were ſeized and carried into the Ports of 


England ;, from whence they were not releaſedauF 


a long time after, and with much Difficulty, aud 
after great Expences. 
The War then being declared, the Engliſh Navy 
Royal, under the command of the Duke of Tork, 
conſtiting of above 100 Sail of Men of War, great 
and ſmall, fet fail the firſt Day of Afay, and cwo 
Days after, arrived before the Texel; a litt!c too 
ſoon, and before-it-was well compleat. The cauſe 
of that great Precipitation was, a falſe piece of 
News ſent to White-hall by the Earl of Offory, Son 
to the Duke of Ormond, Vice-Roy of Ireland, 
That a certain Bark had aiſcovered, behind #:r- 
laad, a Fleet of 60 Sail, which they thought ar 
firſt to be de Ruirer's Fleet, with ſome Prizes :

Whil{t the E-el/<h were buſie in repairing the 
Damages don= to their Fleet by the ill Weather, 
the Z: 4/47 Fleet, conſiſting of 31 Men of War, 
having ſet fail the 22d of Aav, at break of Day, 
joyued that of Holland, under the Command of 
Lieutenant-Admiral Opdam, Afﬀter which jun- 
&ion, the whole Fleet kept on their Courſe, being 
compoſed of 103 Men of War, 7 Yachts, 11 Fire- 
ſhips, and 12 Galliots, carrying 4869 Guns, and 
21631 Men, and was divided into 7 Squa- 
drons. 

The firſt was under the Conduct of Admiral

Vice-Admiral Koeverdenr, and of Rear- Admiral 
P. Salomonſe. - The ſixth was commanded by Ad-

That Fleet, one of the fineſt and moſt formida- 
ble that ever appeared on the Northern Seas, ſeized 
and took, ſoon after, about 20 Erglich Ships; the 
News of which coming to Londoz, put the Mer- 
charits/ almoſt -out of their Wits, for Vexation : 
Which made double Care and Diligence be uſed

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in Preſſing of Men, and arming out the Englich 166 , 
Fleet, ſo that at length it put to Sea again, con- LW W 


ſiſting of 107 Men of War, and of 14 Fire-ſhips 
or Advice-Yachts, and was divided into 3 Squa- 
drons : Whereof the firſt, under a Red Flag, was 
commanded by the Duke of Tort, Pen and Law- 


ſoa. The ſecond, being the White Squadron, 


was under the Conduc-of Prince Roberr, AMings, 
and Samſon.

The Two Fleets were not long before they en- 
oaged in a Battle, that was cruel and bloody, of

On the Rh of Je, the Erglisb Fleet, being re- A Fighr 
fitted, put to Sea a {econd time, unmoored from berween 


Gunfleet Bay, near Harwich, and came to an t 
Anchor in Sozrhwold Bay, as well to take in a new © 
Supply of Proviſions as to be nearer hand to © 
ſerve the Dutch Fleet, that was expeed on the 
English Coaſts, The Wind being eaſterly, the 
Englich kept, during the Night betore Alborongh, 
at about 5 Miles diſtance from the Shore; about 
Midnight the Duke of Tork received Advice, That 
the Dutch Fleet, ſteering towards the South-eaſt, 
was making directly up to him, and was not above 
6 Miles from him; upon which News, the Ezglish 
made all their loaden Ships retire towards the 
Shore; and the Durch, on their ſide endcavoured 
to get the Weather-gage.

But Tromp being griev- 
ed at-the difaſters that had newly hapned by the 
Baſeneſs and Cowardice of the Officers and 


Soldiers of the Fleet; and his hcart being ready 


to burft with mdignation at them, could not for- 
bear Anſwering, the Deputies that he could not 
execute their orders with men that had fo baſe 
ly deſerted him mn time' of danger, and upon 
whoſe Courage :or Fidchyy. '{o little relr 
ance could be made, So that without minding 
the Orders of the Deputies, the Fleet under the 
Condut of Tromp and Cornelius Evertjz entred 
imo port, being im all abaut 60 Men--of War, 
of which th2 moſt part were but little endam# 
gd, Admiral Hzfſenacr, or Opdam'sIhip, was,

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as we have ſaid, blown up ; Kortenaar was dead 1665.

known yet what was become of John Evereſe 
Stellingwer/ and Sciram. On the 15th. of June 
the States Deputies took a review of the ſhips 
remaining, in the Texel, found all of them in ge- 
neral very little endamaged, and the moſt part 
in good condition, having lolt very few Men, 
and in a Word, more atraid than hurt, The

upon him, and'imputing to him a great part of all 
the misfortunes that had woke | and accuſing 
him of Cowardice, threw him into the Water, 
where he would certainly have been drown'd 
if he had not been reſcued from the People by 
a good Number of Soldiers.

and tae next Morning he arrived on Buard the Ship 
called the Amity, then commanded by Lieutenant 
Admiral Trop, Where he was received by the De- 
puties of the States with great-Demonſtrations of 
Kinanef, Tromp likewiſe ſhewed a great deal of 


good 
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good Temper and Moderation towards him, by 
fnothering in Silence a part of his Reſtntments , 
which already gave the Nation great 'Hopes they 
would ſhortly be perfe&tly reconciled, 

Whilſt things were thus paſling on the Side of 
the United Provinces, : the Engliſh Fleet, under 
the Command of the Admirals, Aountague, Pen, and 
Allen, had made an Excurſhton towards the North, 
to cruiſe there againſt the 5hips belonging to the 
Dutch Eaſt-1ndia Company, that were expected 
coming homewards; but they having had time- 
ly notice of it by ſome D#tch Galliots, happily 
retired into the H:rbour of Bergen m IVorway, 
to the Number of 10 Ships ; and two more belong- 
ing to the ſame Company went ito Drontheim ; 
and befides them, there were 60 Merchant-ſhips 
more richly laden, bound homewards to Holland, 
The Admirals of the £glifh Fleet, npon that News, 
were deſperately enraged they had let flip io rich a 
Booty out of their Chops, fo that calling a Coun- 
cil of War, . they reſolved to attack the Dutch in 
the Bay, whether they could get th? Governonr of 
Berge:/'s conſent or no, with Dz{1gn and Hopes to 
take, or at lea(t burn and deſtroy their Fleet there. 
They ſznt therefore to the ſaid Governour, - named 
Aleweld, to deſire his Conſent to their Enterprize, 
who being unprovided then with Gans and Ammu- 
nition ſufficient to reſiſt them, held them off 3 
Days with fair Words, telling them, He dur{t not 
let them attempt upon anyShips in that his Maſter's 
Port, without expreſs Orders from his Majeity, 
to whom he would ſend to know his Plzaſure adout 
it, conjuring them, in the mean time, not to offer 
by any Hottility to violate th: Liberty of his 
Maſter's Harbours, But after 3 Days, during 
which he had ſupplied himſelf with Gans, Powd=r 
and all other Neceſſaries from the Daech Ships and 
elſewhere, having ſent the Eng/z5h a flat Refuſal, 
they detached away Captain Tydaeman with a 
Squadron of 14Men of War with 3 Fireſhips and 2 
X 3 Advice- 
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1665. AdviceBoats who entered boldly into the bay, with- 
WW out ſparing the Danes theirAllies any more than the 
| Hollanders their Enemies. The Circumſtances of 
what paſſed in that occaſion, are related in the 


following I etter written by the General Offi- 
cers that Commandesd the Dutch Eaſt-India Fleet. 


SIR, 


. TH E English having had advice, that we were 
6 arrived hzre with a Fleet of 10 thips from 
© the Exft-Indes, were in an unconceivable vexa- 
© tion at it ; {o that the day' before yeſterday 
© they came-and poſted themſelves between the 
© two Caitles that defend the entrance of the 
© Port, with a Squadron of - 14 Men of War, 3 
© Fire-thips, and 4 Advice Yachts, making in alt 
© 21 fail, and fell upon our Fleet with fo much 
© fury, that we were forced to ftand' up in our 
© own def-nce, and by the help of the Caſtles, 
©and of ſome batteries we had raiſed on ſhore 
© againſt them with Guns drawn out of our ſhips 
*we repulſed them with fo much ſucceſs, thar 
© after a fight of about 3 hours and a half, they 
* were forced to cut their Cables, and ſhamefully 
© betake themſelves to flight. We are tuld for 
*certain, that whilſt they were retreating 3 of 
© their Ships ſunk, whereof one carricd an Ad- 
* mirals Flag, Jt appears by the marks of their

was arrived in the Fleet, as we have laid, it was 
thought fit, by the Advice of all the reſt of the 
General Ufficers, that the States Deputies and

dering, that Admiral de Raitcr's Squadron ſhould

the Squadron of Lieutenant Admiral Tromp on 
the Poop, and that of Lieutenant Admiral Terk 
Hidades, on the Fore maſt. 

All the- World begun already to conceive great 
Hopes of .ſo formidable a Fleet, commanded A 2 
of the greateſt men of the Age, and directed by 
the Council of the wikeft Deputies of the State. 

Things being in. that Condition, there Re- 
mained nothing but to form ſome ' Noble Enter- 
prize that might raiſe the Glory of the Chiet- 
tains, and the Courage of :the Seamen that was 
pall'd by the ill ſuccels of the laſt fight. And 
accordingly the Deputies, and Admiral de Ruz- 
tcr with the' reſt of the General Officers of 
the Fleet Reſolved. to ſail towards the Coaltsof 
Erelend or Scotland, as thinking they might meet 
| at 
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at ſome advantage with the Englsh Fleet, as they 

ppoſed to be coming back laden with the 
ſpoils of” the Dutch Exſt-India ſhips, or at leaſt 
might ſaccour theſe latter and reſcue them out 
of th2 Enemi:s hands. That proje& ſeemed well 
contrived, but a contrary Wind hindred the exe- 
cution of it, for growing more boiſterous and 
turning quite oppoſite againft them, it was im- 
poſſible for the Fleet to ſteer to the North- 
ward ; which at the. ſame time favonrei the 
retreat of the Eng/zh, On the 25th. of the 
Month of A-reguft, the Advanc'd guard of the 
Dutch Fleet having purſued two Erik: Advice 
Yachts, took them, and by their mens were 
informed, that the Ezglzrh Fleet con3\ting' of a- 
bout 70 fail of Men of War, had *:;: cruiz- 
ing one days upon th? Coailt of 7-2, to 
hunt after the. Eft-1:4ia ſhips Fat that if- 
terwards purſuing their courſe on © 12 18th, to- 
waras Hitland, thy came to an Anchor in the 


. bay of Breezond, having left upon the Coalts of 


orpay 2 Squadron of 20 ſhips under the Com- 
mand of Captain Tyddeman ; and that on the 
234, having unmoored from Hiland, they put 
out to Sza again, On the 25th. of the ſame 
Month, the Advanced guard of the Dutch Fleet 
diſcovered an Engl:/h man of War of the white 
Squadron, ſo that they found by rhat, the two 
Fteets were pretty nzar one another, yet with- 
oat being able to ſee one another, or to diſco- 
ver what courſe each other ſteer'd. During theſe 
tranſactions, the Patch reſolved to ſail with all 
poſlible diligence towards Berg-», in hopes to 
meet and maul the ſmall E2//h Squadron in thoſe 
parts z and accordingly on the 2gth. the Ho!- 
{md Fleet arrived upon the Coaſt of Norway, 
and heard there by the report of ſome Galliots; 
that the Evgl:sþ had attack th? Dutch homeward 
bound Exj?-1f4ia ſhips in th: Port of Bergen, as 
!ikewilg otfler Dutch Merchant ſhips that were 
Ie- 
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retired thither, but that, after a fight of 3 hours 
and a half, they were forced to cut their Anchor 
Cables, and ſhamefully to flie away with con- 
ſiderable loſs and damage. So, that the Dutch 
Fleet had not only milt of the Engl: Fleet, but 
arrived too late before Bergen, to attach Tyd- 
aeman. | 

In the mean time the States Deputies received 
a Letter from Captain Bitter that Commanded 
in chief the Eaſt-/24;a ſhips ; who ſignified to 
them, that ſince the fight with the Englz5h, things 
there went very ftrangely : For that Mr, Alc- 
felt or Alevela, General of the Dantsh Troops 
in Norway, and Mr. Steignon, Governour of the 
Town and. Catiles of» Bergen, who told the 
Dutch very roundly, that if they expected they 
ſhould continue their care to prote& them from 
the oppreſſion of the Erngli:h , they muſt pay 
them down on the nail the ſum of 100000 Crowns 
to ſatisfie them and the reſt of the Officers and 
Soldiers for the pains and hazard they had been 
at in their defence ; and that when they ſhould 
have received that money, they would be ready 
to ſacrifice their Lives and Eſtates agaimft. all 
that ſhould atrempt upon the liberty of their 
Harbours adding, that for the love they had to the 
United Provinces, they would a& freely with 
them 'and without any manner of diffimula- 
tion ; That the Frg/h from whom they had 


much more advantageous Offers, if Gy would 


accept them, were but twoor three miles fromPBer- 
gen : And that the account they were to render to 
the King their Matter about obſerving a Neu- 
trality was not the leaſt bar to them in that calc : 
that therefore they expe&ted the , Purch ſhould 
unmediately fatishe their demand in ready caſh 
or upon their default, they knew where to fur- 
niſh themſelves, and in two days timg. would ob- 
lige them to make a ferious reflection vpon the 
premiſſcs; ©, | -

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Bitter added, that he had anſwered them that:

And hetore the Deputies had 
received* P:tte;”s Letter, they had {13 the firſt 
of thoſe Officers to the  Governour of Bergen 
to compliment him ih their Name, and toreturn 
him thanks for the Protection he had granted tv 
the Dutch ſhips in his Port, and to dcfire him 
at the ſame time to continue it, and to order things 
fo, that the Merchant Flzet there might ſpeedily be 
diſmiſt out of that Hardour, and ſail out to iecure 
themſelves under the Admiral Flag of the States 
Grand Flezt, Mr. de Gent was accordingly re- 
ccived by th2 Governour with great marks of 
reſpe&t : !\pon which the Deputies having ſome 
reliance, writ it 5rter to uſe all th2 diligence 
he could to g:t the Ships out of that Port, as 
being perſivad-d the Danes would not offer to 
oppoſe their goifz ; bur withal aſſuring him, that 
if he feared thy , would make any difficulty to 
let them quietly 22part, that they might exp all 
the alliltance imagmable from. the powerfull Fleet 
that was fo near at hand, at-their diſpoſal, wa 
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Fleet. upon the Coaſts of Norway 
there - ah face unmediately, and after that the 
Dutch heard no more from the Danes of their 
demand of 100000 Crowns, On the contrary, 
they agreeably- and obligingly conſented to the 
departure of their Merchant ſhips, but yet they re- 
fuled to refiore 41 pieces of Cannon that the 
Hollanders had drawn out of their Eaſt-Inaza, 
and ather Merchant (taps, to be imployed part- 
ly in the Caſtle, and partly in Batteries raif- 
ed on the ſhore, during the late fight with the 
Engliſh. For when the Dutch redemanded them, 
the Dares an{wered, that they had need of them 
themſelves for their own defence againſt the Eng- 
lis,), whom they had incenſed agamſt them up- 
on their account ; fo that with all the Dutch 
could do or fay, they could never perſwade them 
to part with them again. 

After the Eaſt-1:4i2 and other Merchant ſhips 
had joyned the Grand Fleer of men of War, 
they unmoor'd from the Bay of Berger, at the 
beginning of Seprember, and about 4 days after 
were ſaluted by o terrible a Tempeſt that they 
were almoſt all entirely ſcattered one from an- 
other. And beſides the loſs of two Fire-Ships 
that were caſt away, there were many Ships 
ſhrewdly endamaged. Two Eafi-India Ships, 
viz, The Golden Phenix, and the Fort of Hu- 
ningen, and 4 men of War, viz. the Ieſt-Frieſ- 
land, the Groningen, the De Zevenwolden, and 
the Hope, being ſeparated from the Admiral's 
Flag, by the il! Weather, fell into the hands of 
the Engiish near the Dogger-Sand, And ſome days 
after, the Ships, Huis te Swieten, the Cavalcer 
of Guelders the Sr. Paul of Zealand, and the Sr. 
Paul of Enkhuizen, together with 3 Merchant 
Ships; 2 Fire Ships, &c. were likewiſe taken, 
being drawn into the ſnare by the treachery of a 
Pilot of Bremer, who being askt, whether he w_ 
tel 
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tell any news of the Fneglifh ? anſwered, that

and fo councelling them to ſteer to the Eaſt-South- 
Eait, cruelly betrayed the Hollanders, by ſend- 
ing them into their Enemies mouths. However 
the Dutch grand Fleet made a ſhift to get back 
about the 24 of September, and to com: moſt 
part of them to an- Anchor, in Goree, without 
coming, to any Action, except it were Vice-Ad- 
miral Yan Nes., who fired ſome Guns upon ſome 


Englich Ships that would have taken from him 


two Eaſt-1ndia Ships, but no fight enſued, becauſe 
the Erngli5h thought fit to ſheer off and leave 
them to purſue their Voyage. 

A little time after, the taking of thoſe Ships, 
the English Fleet ſteer'd away homewards for 
their own -Harbours, and on the 21ſt. at night 
the Earl of Sandwich came to an Anchor in Sol- 
bay, with a Squadron of 18 men of War, two' 
EaZt-India Ships, and ſome other prizes taken 
from the Ho!landers, as appears by the Letter he 
writ from thence to General 02k, whereof here 
follows the Copy.

Thus the Erelz5h retired into their Harbours, 
laden with the Spoils of the Hollanders, In which

On the it of AVovernbe?,' all the Generatand In- 
Y "fex1or 
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ferior Officers in the Fleet were ſammoned oh 
Board the Admiral, to give him a more particular 
account what condition they were in. by whoſe 
Report it appeared, That ſvme Captains who had 
all their Men healthy and found, but on the 27th 
of the laſt Month, complained, that ſince that 
time they had had one with another 4o Men apiece 
fack on board them, And Lieutenant Admiral 
Tromp Was one of the mott unfortunate in that 
Rencounter, having in two days time 5o Soldiers 
taken fick in his Ship alone, Vice-Admiral Ban- 
keyt reported likewiſe, That the Day before 20 of 
his Men had had thc ſame Misfortune. So that 
every Captain complaining in that manner of the 
number of ſick Men they had on Board their re- 
ſpective Ships, the Deputies, and the Generals of 
the Fleet, judged thereupon, That it was impoſli- 
ble to remedy thoſe Diſaiters, and that therefore it 
was beſt for them to retire home, and that ſo much 
the rather, becauſe the Engl:ſhappeared not at Sea, 
and that the Tempeſtuous Weather, that coming 
on with the //intey, would not permit them to ſtay 
any longer there, Purſuant to which Refolu- 
tion, 6 light Frigats, and 4 Galliots were detach- 
ed away togo and cruiſe for 3 Days at the Mouth 
of the Thames, both to advertiſe- the Ships that 
might have been ſent trom Holland to the Fleet, and 
to ſeek out the Ships that belonged to the Flag, 
to give them notice of the Departure of the Fleet. 
Thev thought likewiſe fit to order a Squadron of

He had Orders to 
cruiſe about the Dogger ſand till the begin 
ning of December, and to do his belt to go to 
meet the Ships bound homewards from the Eaf- 
Indies, and that were expected back from' Norway,

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time, to have an Eye upon the English Merchant- 166 _ 


Ships, coming out of the Sound, or from Ham- 
borough, towards the Thames, or that ſhould come 
out of the Thames; to go towards the North, 
commanding him to give them Chace, and to do 
all he could ro burn them, ſink them, &c. 

The ſame Day, v-z. the 1it of Alovember, after- 
noon, the Fleet ſet ſail, and tackt about, and ſtood 
to the Eaftward, Lieutenant Admiral Cornelius 
Evertſz led the Right Wing, Lieutenant Admiral 
de Uries the left, and the Squadrons of de Ruiter 
and Tromp compoſed the Main Battle, The next

In the mcan , while, the French being, as they 
are always, diligent iy. making their preparatt- 
ons, - put out their Fleet <o Sea ar. the yery be-

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12 Galliots, and 10 Fire-ſhips, who were joined 1666. 
with 6 of the States ſhips under the Command yay 


of Gedeon Verburg, and Captain Ooms. The 
Duke of Beauford Admiral of France, had or- 
ders from” the King his Maſter, to enter the Chan- 
nel, and join the Holland Fleet. And accord- 
ingly appearing upon the Coaſts of England, he 
put them in alarm, and made a ceſcent in ſeye- 
ral places, and carried off a few ſheep, and 
ſome other ſmall! Booty, which was all thefer- 
vice he did the Hollanders whom he never join- 
ed, or the harm he did the Engl:sh, whom he ne- 
vea fought, ſave only that by ſculking about, and 
keeping the Enemy in fears however that he 
would join the Dxrch he cauſed the Engliſh to 
divide their Force and ſend 'a part after him 
where he was not to be found, and fo gave op- 
portunity to the Hollanders to batter and diſtreſs 
the other part, with their whole Force, and to 
obtain ſuch an advantage over the Engl:sh, as the

they were forced to Anchor, The Erglzh Fleet 
being come ſome days before to Anchor in the 
Dons, unmoor'd from thence on the 1 ith. of Zane, 
-probabl pon the advice. they had heard of the 
"approach of the Zurch Fleet, And about noon, 
the two Fleets met. That of zo!land was com- 
puled of 83 men of War, ' or Frigats, beſides 
Advice-Boats, Fire-thips, and other {mall Tenders 
on the Fleet. But it hapned, that about an hour 
before the Battle, one of the moſt conſiderable 
Slips of the Darch Fleet, commanded by Colo- 
nel ae Gent having unfortunartely loſt h:r : Fore- 
mait, and afterwards her mizzen mait by the vio-: 
tence of the Win, de Rirer Judging her in that 
condition uncapable to fight, ſent her out of the

{and : The ſaid de Gert removed after that into 
the Ship of Captain Henry Gotskens, As for the 
Engl Fleet, they were 8o fail firong as thev 
were counted by the Holanders at the very tune 
of fight, About 1 a Clock afternoon, they bce- 
gun to play their Guns. Some moments be- 
tore, the Hollanders, had cut their Anchor-Ca- 
bles to make the more haſte, and to Accommodate 
themſelves to the ſeaſon, and the violence of the 
Waves which would not permit them to weigh :

condTime.On the one fide.were to be ſeen the White 
Squadron with 8 or 10 Men of War flying right 
before the. Wind, and on the other, the Admirals 
of the Red and Blue making likewiſe full Sail, and 
doing what elſe they could, to advance their Re- 
treat towards the Eng/ish Coafts, In the mean 
while, the Dutch Ships at de Rniter's Signal, took 
all the Englih Ships they came near enough to Board, 
Rear-Admiral Bruinſuveld, having with much Cou- 
rage and Reſolution grappled two of the Enemies

Meuſle , that had ſerved the Fleet as an Advice- 
Yacht, the number of 85 Men of War that com- 
poſed the Fleet, beſides Fireſhips and Tenders, when 
it came out of the Texcl : Whereas on the contra-' 
ry we hear, That the Remainder of the E:glis/ 
Fleet retired in Diſord: into the neareſt Harbours, 
and the moit of them into Fr wich. To this let us 
add for concluſion, That the Unired Provinces 
have all the reaſon 1 the World to thank God for 
bleſſing their Arms with ſo fignal a Victory, ſince 
without counting in thoſe Ships of the Enemies that 
were burnt or ſunk, of which the Dutch Officers 
had no Knowledge, the Engli5h Fleet was weakened 
with the Lo(s of 23 Men of War taken or deſtroy- 
ed by the Hollander:;, among which, were an Ad- 
miral and a Vice-Admiral; Whereas on the fide of 
the United Provinces, there are counted but 4 loſt 
neither did there remain any thing in the Hands of 
the English, after a Battle of 4 Days, that could 
thew the leaſt Advantage they had gotten over the 
Hollanders that covld diminiſh the Glory of the Vi- 
Rory, that was ſo juſtly due to them. | 
This was the Relation publiſh'd by the States, of 
the memorable Battle of 4 Days, the Bloodieſt and 
moſt terrible one certainly that ever .was fought at 
Sea. Batthe unexpeRed ſpeedy coming out of the 
English Fleet again in little above 6 Weeks after, 
with much greater Strength than before z and with 
ſeveral of thoſe Ships faid to have been loſt, took 
off very much from the Credit of the abovelaid Re- 
lation, how Atthentick ſoever it had appeared before. 
However, that dear-bought Advantage which they 
called! a Victory,” was ſo- much the greater on the 
Hollander ſide; -becauſe 'their Allies, the French, 
were not there to ſhare with them in it, but only 
| decoying away a con{tderable part of the Engluh 
Forces to hunt after them, whece they were reſolved 
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not to be found, had left the Dutch the fair Oppor- 
tunity, with their whole Force, to fall upon little 
more than half the Engh;sb Royal Navy. For nort- 
withſtanding all the fair Promiſes France had made, 
to joyn their Fleet to that of the States, and the 
mighty Hopes they had given them of their great 
Defigns, they all vaniſht into Smoak, the French 
having no other Deſign at the Bottom, as has been 
alrcady hinted, and Lon ſince more vilibly appeared, 
but to .get their Ships built, to procure Men 
$kilful in Naval Archite&ure, and to learn the way 
of Sea-Fight; which they effzcted firſt by ſtriking 
m with the Dutch, and afterwards perfected by 
whzedling the King of Enelz:d, which has proved 
fince to the Smart of both Nations. In a Word, as 
tothe Fighting Part, the French left the Dutch to 
cope alone with the Maritime Forces of England, as 
they did in a follvpwing War, the Ezg/#59 to deal 
with thoſe of HZe//ars, tho' to hinder England from 
putting forth its full Strength, they were pleaſed to 
appear with their Fleet to be Spectators of the Fray 
in which they were fare to be Winners whoſoever 
loit. Bur to return again to our dire&t Subject, ir 
may be ſaid. That under God the urdaunted Cou- 
rage and wiſe Condu&t cf Lieutenant Admiral 4? 
Ri.ter had the greateit Share in what Advantage was 


gotten in that aerce Battle again:t the Potent and: 


Warlike,- who tho' outnumbred and overpowered, 
= fought ſo obitinately, that they would in all pro- 

ability have ravithed the Victory from a leis expert 
and valiant Chieftain than he. For he ranged his 


People in Battle with fo mach Judgmeut, and made 


them fighr in ſuch admirable Order, that in ſpite of 
the moſt deſperate Efforts thz Enemies could make 
to break his Squadrons, it was impoſitble for them 
to effet their Purpoſe, , For that Great Man was 
obſerved with an indefatigable Care, to encdurage 
his Captains and- Seamen, and mfluence them to 
make his Fleet tack and whee! about with ſuch nim- 
ble and well-tuned Motions, that at the leatt ona 
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' 1666, he was immediately obeyed, and thereby loſt no 
RA Pportunity to charge the Enemies where ther®© 
a was any proſpet of advantage. But his Courage 
appeared in its Chiefeſt Luſtre when he had occa- 
ſion to break into the heart of the Enemies Fleet 
to relieve any of his Ships and Commanders that 
were. diſtreſſed and ſurrounded by them ; fo that 
by his preſence and the good Order he gaye-e- 
»  - - very Where and in every thing, he from the ve- 
| ry beginning of the fight did all that could be 
done to trace out himſelf a way to Victory. 
Neither was the bravery of Lieutenant Admiral 
Tromp leſs Admirable than that of de Raiter, con- 
ſidering his undaunted boldneſs in breaking in a- 
mong .the Enemies, and in expoſing himſelf fo 
much to the : moſt imminent dangers, that he was 
ſeveral times forced to change his Ship. At the 
fight of his Flag the Enemies ſeldom failed ſoon 
to turn Tail and fly, looking upon him to be 
the ſcourge of their Arms. And becauſe his Flag 
had been put up in ſeveral other Ships he was 
torced to remove into during the fight, the Eng 
lish askt, whether there were five or.{tx Tromps 
in the Holland Fleet or no ? For indeed, it may 
be ſaid, he was in a manner every where, never 
recoiling; but being often encloſed i the midlt of 
the Enemies Squadrons,: enduring the greateſt fire. 
of their Guns by the terrible and frequent broad 
ſides, they let flie at him.” The reſt of the Officers 
of the Fleet, both General and Interiour, ſtrove 
likewiſe with Emulation, which ſhould give - the 
moſt ſignal marks of their Courage in that fierce 
Engagement, However the gaining, of that Bat- 
tle coſt the Follarders the Blood. and: Lives of a 
great many brave men, who died there in the Bed of 
Honour, viz.

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little while after at Hoorame. But the loſs of the 
Engltsh, was as we have faid, related to be in- 
comparably greater, there being reckoned to be a- 
bout 6000 men killed, amongſt whom were the Vice 
Admirals,S:r W:l. Barkley and Sir Chriſtopher Mings, 
and ſeveral Captains. And about 3000 Ernglish were 
madePriſoners,that were either ſaved out of theſhips 
that were ſunk, or elſe found on board thoſe that 
were taken.Beſides which, the Holland Accounts ret- 
kon' them to have loſt 23 men of War, whereof 
17 were ſaid to be burnt, or ſunk, and the other 
6, viz, the Swiftſure, the Loyal George, the Le- 
venwolden, and the Convertyne were carried into 
Goree.and the Eſſex and the Nagelboominto the Texel. 
Amongſt other remarkable paſſages in that 
fight, the undaunted Reſolution of Vice-Admiral 
Barkley was much admired, who having 40 
men killed on board him, and being no longer a- 
ble to make reſiſtance, yet was 1o obſtinately 
bent to fight, that he would take no quarter, 
and would have killed with his own hand 3 or 4 
of his Enemies that had boarded his Ship ; but 
at laſt being ſhot into the throat with a Mus- 
ket Bullet, he retired into th: Capt:ins Cabbin, 
where laying himſelf down at his length on a 
Table, he was found in that poſture dead by the 
Victors, all over be{mear'd with the blood flowing 
out of his wounds.

Ince my laſt, written on the 5th of this Month, 
Lieuterant Admiral T romp has appeared in the 
Road with the Squadron under his command, and as 
far as I cord obſerve as it was paſſing,it was very lit- 
tle or nothing at all endamagea. He has reported to me, 
That on the 4th towards the Evening, he was in Act;- 
en with the Blue Squadron, which he put to the Roxt, 
after he. had burnt one of theix Ships carrying 64. 
Guns, mhereof 53 were of Bruſs, and a Fireſhip 
which he alſs deſtroyed with the Flames, The Ship 


{ of tre deceaſed Admiral Tierke Hiddes de Uries is 


alſo come, very much ſhattered, into the Road with 
the ſaid Squadron of Tromp., Jo that of all the 
States Fleet we have loſt only the Ship of Vice- Ad- 
miral © Bankert, and that of Ruird Hille- 
brandt;” Yeſterday in the Evening we came to an 
anchor between Louteland and Fluthing, from whence 
we perceived the Englith Fleet be/ore eur Coaſts con- 
fiſting of about 8 Sail great and ſmall. I howrly 
expett the Deputies of your High and Mightineſſes,

Tho' the Loſs of this Battle was very ſenſible to 
the United Provinces, yet they pretended, the 
Englich had no reaſon to brag of having got any 
othor Advantage over the Datc/ Fleet than that of 
having 
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WY they thought by that means the more eaſily to de- 
, ſtroy them one after another. Here follows an ex- 
trac of the Letter ſent by Prince Robert and Ge- 
neral Monk, to White- Hall, after the Fight, by 
which it appears what their Deſign was. He flat- 
tered our 7.4 ws very much, that de Ruiter would 
fall into ow Hands; but it was calm Weather, 
and ow ſmall Frigats were not ſuch nimble Sail- 
ers as theirs. They were before their own Coaſts, 
and we were afraid of running upon the Sand Banks. 
In the mean while as we were holding a Council of 
War, we heard fome firing of Guns towards the 
North-weſt , Which made us preſume that it was 
Tromp, with Smith, and therefore we reſolved to 
make up towards him before he approached any nearer 
Home, But Tromp retired ſafely, and we follow- 
ed him in the Royal Charles, till we came within 
6 Fathoms depth of Water, &c. 

Smith, who commanded the Blue Squadron, met 
with but a very ill Reception in England, becauſe 
they were the firſt that begun to flie, and the Offi- 
cersof the other 2Squadrons made great Complaints 
againſt him. 

In the mean while, the Deputies of the Ad- 
miralties and the Plenipotentiaries of the States 
with the Penſioner 4e W;r, came on board Admi- 
ral de Ruiter, as well to inform themlclves of the 
particulars of the fight, as to give orders for put- 
ting the Fleet to Sea again-wirh all imaginable di- 
ligence. In that time t erences between the 
two Admirals de Rxiter and $romip begun to break 
out, For de Ruaiter complained by word of mouth

":{ Oak. Mr. de IW:t adds in the clofe, We have

over the Dxteh to be perſwaded under pretence of 
ſaving Money, not to put his Fleet out , when 
it was ſo necc{lary for the obtaining an advanta- 
geous Peace, and of preferving the Honour and 
Reputation the Nation had gotten at fo dear an 
expence in two conſecutive Dutch Wars, which 
now was by one of the greateſt overſights ima- 
ginable m Policy obſcured and tarnifht all at one 
blaſt, and never fince recovered it ſelf altogether 
to its former Lulter,

Two Days after that great 
Action, the Deputies of the States coming on Board, 
a Council of War was called, in order to take 
new Reſolutions about what it were betit to under- 
take, that might be uſeful and advantageous to the 
State : Where the Conduct of Vice-Admiral Smeers 
in the laſt Battle was brought in Queſtion, which 
cauſed great Diſputes between 7 romp and Sweers, 
and they were puſht on with fo great a Tranſport 
of Heat and Animoſity by '7»o»:p, that it was to be 
feared, they would have been attended with very 
il Conſequences.

In the ſecond 
place he produced a lift of his killed and woun- 
del men, which were to the Number of 32 of 
the latter, and 11 of the former, which was at- 
teſted by the Chirurgeons of his (hip. The Prince 
ot Orange taking that affair to heart, ſent word 
to the Council! of War, that he deſired them, to 
put it off till ſome further time, that he might him- 
telf be fully informed of the whole truth of it. 


Tronmp and Sweers profeſſed themſelves well fa- ' 


tished with it, and' promiſed to conform to his 
Highnefſes orders, and that was the end of the diſ- 
pute between thoſe two Generals. 

On the 19th of the month upon advice, that 
the Royal fects were retired into the Thames 
Rear Admiral de Haan was detacht away with a 
Squadron of 12 men of War, 2 fire-thips, and 
Ldvice Yachts, with order to obſerve them. And 
he reported at his return, that he hadheard from

the Arrival of the Imperialiit, abſolutely broke the 


Meaſures of France and its Allies, ana forced them 
all at a ſpurt to quit the Conqueits they had made 
with fo much Kapidity, by diſabling them to pre- 
ſerve them, without leaving themſelves without 
Troops ſufficient to oppole to the Prince of Orange 
and Imperialiits in the Field, which it was much 
more dangerous for them, to let their Enemies be 
Maſters of, than it was prejudicial to quit their late 
Conqueſts, and the Pride they took in having got- 
cen them.

A Relation of the Principal Adventures that baj- 
pened at Sea in the Tear 1674. taken out of the 
Original Memeirs of Lieutenant Ad;niral Tromp. 


T \'HE Fleet of the United Provinces weighed 

Anchor on the 24th of May, and on the 26th 
arrived before Dunkirk, from whence they de- 
parted on the 27th towards Dover, where the May 
| que!s 
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qnels de Freſno, the King of Spain's Embaſſadour 
at the Court of England, came on Board the Ad- 
miral, to fee it. They afterwards kept cruiſing 
along the Channel, and about Torbay, till the 7th of 
June; and during all that time kept the Coaſts of 
France ma continual Alarm. 

Lieutenant Admiral de Ruiter, in purſuance of 
the States Orders, ſeparated from Lieutenant Ad- 
miral Tromp on the 8th, with a Squadron of Men 
of War and' ſome Troops, and failed away for the 
Hejt-Indits: And then the reſt of the Fleet under 
Jromp unmoored from Torbay , and arrived the 
{ame Evening near thz hab” 4.4 On the 19th 
and 2oth"they diſcovered the 1/le of Vſhant. At 
the approach of the Fleet, the French fired their 
Beacons all-a-long the Coaſt, and the Arrierbann 
of Britainy were moſt of them poſted in and about 
Pref, which they had taken great Gare to fortihe : 
And they had placed a great many Ships at the 
Mouth of the Harbour, upon which they had pla- 
ced'Cannon, and erected Batteries, The French 
being fo itrong upon their Guard on that fide, the 
Generals of the Vurch Fleet, found it impoſſible to 
exccute their Projects there, and unanimouſly re- 
ſolved to move towards Belle-Iſle, and there to 
wait for ſuch of their Ships as were ſtraggled from 
the Body of their Fleet, and then to fail all rogether 
towards the Mouth of the Loire.

Fortune which had followed the Arms of the 
Allies in gl the attempts they had hitherto made 
by LandWpon the S:-24:jþ Dominions, Deelared 
herſelf likewiſe in their favour at Sea, For at 
the very beginning of the year, the States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces had reſolved joyntly 
with the King of Denmart, to fend early in the 
Spring, a Fleet of 4o fail of men of War into 
the Sound, viz, 25 Daniſh, and 15 Dutch Ships, 
of which Tromp was to be the Commander in 
chief : And accordingly they ordered all imagj- 
nable diligence to be uſed in fitting out that 


Fleet; which being effeted, Tromp failed out 


of the Texel on the 11th. of May , with 
the Ships deſigned for the North with which jojn- 
ed ſeveral Merchant Ships, and on the 12th. he 
arrived in the Road of Conemhagen Where the 
King of Denmark, in conſideration of his Tran- 
ſcendant worth, and high Reputation, was plea-

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In the mean while, Admiral 1Vzels Fuel being 1676; 
-entred the month before into the Baltick Sea Taw 


with a S$qua2ron of 12 men of War, and aReinforce- 
ment of 8 more, ſeizzd upon the Iſle of Gothland; 
After which expedition, he received a further Re- 
inforcement of 6 men of War Daniſh and Dutch; 
ſo that he had then a Flect of 26 Capital men of 
War with which he cruized in the Balrick. At 
the beginning of Je he deſcried the Swediſh 
Fleet conſiſting of 44 men of War befides Ten- 
ders, and (mail craft; and on the gth of the ſame 
month at 6 in the evening the two Fleets en- 
gaped between Schoonen , and Bornholm :; 
_ tho' the Swedes were ſuperiour to the Danes 
in Number of _ and men, yet they never 
durſt attempt to Board any of them, but con- 
tented themſelves only with firing at them at a 
reſpe&tfull diſtance, The Dares charged the E- 
nernies Fleet with a great deal of Courage, and 
cut off 5 Swediſh (hips from the main body of their 
Fleet ; But a calm coming on, they could not poſtt- 
bly purſue them, fo that they were forced to con- 
tent themſelves only with plying them with con- 
tinual Broadfides of their Guns, till night par- 
ted the Fray for that day. The next day about 
6 in the morning, the two Fleets prepared again 
for a ſecond Battle. 

The Swedes having the Weather-gage, advance 
in good order againſt rhe Daziſh Fleet, and did 


their beſt to hinder them trom gaining that ad- agg 
vantage 'from them, fo chat the Danes were for- $w:des. 


ced to begin the attack, and the fight was very 
bloody, But when the Swedes found there was 
little appearance -of getting the better of the 
Danes, they begun to recoil, which was the cauſe, 
that neither of the two Fleets were much dama- 
ped. The- Danes flattered themſelves with the 

opes of burning the Swed#h Admiral with a fire- 
ſhip they let .drive againſt one of her ſides, un- 
der the covert of a thick ſmoke.z Byt the —_— 
; re 
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1675. fired ſo hotly upon the Fire-Ship with his Guns 
">> that he thereby ſaved himſelf from the flames, and 
.: then in his turn, fell fiercely upon the Daxich 
Admiral, who made fo vigerous a refiſtancc, that 
the Admiral of Swedeland was glad to let him a- 
Jone and to retire with his Fleet near X/eking. 
The Danes having no expreſs order to hazard a- 
ny thing, becauſe they were inferiour in Force 
to the Swedes, retired likewiſe, ſo chat th> (tight 
ended before 10 in the morning, withonr ny 
advantage to either of the parties worth brag- 
ing of, taving only that the Da-:2s took one of the 
Enemies Galltots carrying 10 Guns 2nd 39 men, 
without loſing any thing on their fide. 

The News of that fight being come ro Copen- 
hagex, Tromp failed immediat-ly with a Reinforce- 
ment of 4 Danuh and 3 Dutch Ships, and ſpeedi- 
ly arrived in the- Danis Fleet, The next day 
after his coming he diſpoſed all things for a third 
Battle which was fought on the 113th of the ſame 
month, and was incomparably more furious and 
bloody than the two precceding ones ; of 
which what the iſſue was may be ſcen by the fol- 
lowing Letter written on that Subjet, by Ad- 
miral Tromp to the States.

Admiral © Ylnce my laſt of the 5th of this month, which

© On the 9th. at break of day, with a South-Weſt

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© yered the Enemies Fleet being about 5o fail x676. 
© ſtrong, great and ſmall, according to the report >< 


of our advanced guards, And becaule in the atter- 
© noon the wind grew higher, and the Enemies had 
© the advantage of it, they made uſe of it to 
© {ide away from us, ſo that we had much ado to 
© follow them. The night following, we purſued 
© them with full (ail, bat then p oe. their 
©Courſe they ſtole ont of our fight by favourof 
© the darkneſs ; which obliged us to ſend a de- 
© tachment of 7 light re to go and hunt them 
© out, and g2t ſome mew diſcoveries of them. A- 
©out noon, we deſcried them to the South-Eaft- 
*ward of our Fleet, upon which we preſently 
* gave the ſignal to all the Fleet to makeall the 
* {ail they could to get up with them, and we 
* followed them till the dusk of night. On the 
© 11th of Fe before noon, we dulcovered them 
*2gain to the South-ward of Oeland, and at 11a 
© Clcck we got up fo nigh to them, that they 
* were forced to caſt themſelves into a line of 
© Battle. About noon the wind was Weſt-North- 
* Weſt, and we had the Weather-gage ; and then 
© the two Fleets engaged : And no ſooner was 
* the fight begun, but the Ship called the Three 
* Crowns carrying 134 Guns, and Commanded by 
© the Swed:sb Admiral, was overſet, and blownup 
* into the air in a little time after, by I know not 
* what accident, ſince ] had given her but very 
* few broadfides. At that, all the whole Enemies 
* Fleet made as if they would fly, I prefent- 
* ly gave the ſignal for attacking them on all 
* ſides, and falling upon them with our whole 
* Fleet; which motion mad2 them ſtop ſhorr, 
*we then tackt to the South-ward, and 1 drew 
* near them, and flankt the Enemies Admi- 
* ral's Ship that was the chief of a Squadron, car- 
*rying 96 Guns I vigorouſly charged both-thar 
© and the other Ships that ſeconded her. Ard aft- 
*ter we had fired at one another reciprocaliv a-

The loſſes the Swedes ſuffered in that Battle 
amounted to 10 capital men of War, amongſt 
which were 2 Admirals, 1 Frigat and 1 Yacht, be- 
fides a great Number of men killed and wounded. 
It will be impertinent to relate here what cauſed 
the deſtruction of the firſt Admirals Ship that paſ- 
ſed for one of the fineſt that ever appeared yet 
in the Northern Seas. It carried 134 Braſs Guns, 
and 1100 men. At the approach of the Allies 
Fleet, Admiral Krxits who was in her, Com- 
manded the Guns to be placed on one fide in \ 
their Carriages that he might be ready to fire a 
whole broadfide ; after which the gunners were 
ordered to. pals to the other fide, which they did;

After the laft Sea-fight, in which the Danes had 
had the Yitory, their Fleet being reinforced with 
a Squadron of 9 Dutch Men of War, under the 
Command of Lieutenant Admiral W;lliam Baſtia- 
anſz., put to Sea again. Admiral Jue!, who com- 
manded it in chief, dire&ted his Courſe towards 
the Country of Smaland, and the Ik of Enland, 
before which the Fleet anchored on the 11th of Au- 
gxſt. Where being arrived, 2 Trumpeters were 
preſently ſent off, one to the Country of Smaland, 
and the other to the Ifle of Enland, to ſummon the

Thoſe ſuccours being ignorant of 
the taking of the Fort, Tromp haſtily Reimbarkt + 
his Troops in the boats in order to go and meet 
them ; but the Swedes ſeeing they were like to 
be attackt by the Danes thought it better to re- 
turn back from wlience they came, than to ex- 
poſe themſelves to be beaten, However both 
parties in retiring ared ſeveral voſilies of ſmall 
ſhot one at the other, but without doing much 
harm excepting only to Vice-Admiral -Spaen who 
unfortunately loſt an cye. The Fort of Borch- 
holm of which dep-nded the preſervation of the 
Iſle of Ezlana, had in it a ftrong Garrifon of 
1200 men, and therefore th: Danes thought not 
fit to attack it, but contented themſelves with 
pillaging and ſpoiling the flat Country, from 
whence they carried of! near 2000 head of great 
and {mall Gattle, which were ſent to the Feet.

fands of men of his Troops from Schonerr, and 
ſent orders to Admiral Tremp, and Lieutenant

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Copenhagen with their Squadron ; Admiral Mark 677. 
Rotſtein received the ſame order, and to bting gy 
with him a detachment of the biggeft Ships of 
the Danish Fleet. On the Fth of Seprember 
they parted from Admiral Jzel, who ſeeing there 
was nothing more to do at Kalmar, nor inthe 
Iſle of E-la»d, weighed Anchor the next day, and 
paſſing by the Country of Smaland, he ravaged 
the I{l:s of Vkno, and Rune, where he put ſeveral of 
the inhabitants to the {word that attempted to make 
reſiſtance, After that expedition, he went and 
attackt 24 of the King of Sweden's Magazines

of Sparo/und, whilſt .on the other fide, the 
Generals advanced with their Boats into the Port 
to view in what place they might beſt make a 
deſcent ; and after they had pait by ſeveral l(lets, 
they attackt two Retrenchments, which they took. 
On the 11th. at break of day, they forced open 
the Barrier or Boom of the Haven, and ſent in 
their Fire-Ships and their other ſmall Ships. 

About 7 a Clock the Daxes preſented them- 
ſelves before the Town, which appeared to them 
in the form of a Halt-Moon, being adorned with 
many 
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many fair Houſes and Stately Turrets, FroX . 
the Sea-ward Captain Dreyer fired upon it with 
his 'Gurs, which the oa 4 anſwered from a bat- 
tery of 12 pieces of Cannon they had erected on 
the ſhore, When night came on the Swedes 
threw their Cannon into the water, and Quitted 
that Poſt, and-afterwards-the, Town ; upon which 
the Danes next morning ſeized both the Town 
and Fort, That place belonged to Count Ko- 
mngſmark, The Danes reduced it all to aſhes, 
not ſparing ſo much as the ſhips that were in the 
Harbour. Aﬀter that great Expedition, the Fleet 
weigh'd Anchor, and failed for Gothland after 
they had put all the Country every where in a- 
larm, and- carried terrour even as far as Stockholm 
the Capital City of the Kingdom. | 
Admiral Tromp as we have faid, had received 
order, to go to Copenhagen, where he arrived 
on the 10 of September, together with both the 
Ditch Squadron, and the Danis/> one that was 
detacht :from the main Fleet, © + ES 
All things (being ready then for a great Expe- 
dition the King of Dezmark had relolved upon, 
his Majeſty put himſelf at the head of the Fleet 
followed by Tromp, by the other General Officers 
of the Fleet,and by 4000 men, being Regular Troops 
which were embarkt with them. On the mos 
of the month, they - weighed Anchor, and on the 
16th they came in fight of the Ifle of K»ger, and 
the next day the great ſhips Anchored at the point 
of Wittaw, whilſt theGalliots and other fmaller Vel- 
ſels were ſent towards -the ſhore, between the 
Peninſule; or half Iſland Wittaw, and'' Jalmund, 
where: they Landed-their- Troops with: ſuch Ex- 
pedition' that: about 4-in the afternoon the bet 
part of both their Horſe and Foot were already on 
ſhore, The-Commander Keller -at the head of 
30 men, and a Major: at the head of 15 Germans 
advanced the foremoſt of. all ; at their approach 


a body of the Enemies Cavalry of 100 men tell 
Vp01 
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apon them and charged them, but after two diſ- 
charges they were fain to flie, not being able a- 
ny longer to ſtand againſt the fierce firing that 
was made at them from the ſhips. The: Danes 
Joſt not one man in that Rencounter and pre- 
{ently diſcharged their Cannon and ſmall Arms 
for Joy they had had the happineſs to Land with- 
out any obſtacle. 

The fame evening, 50 Dan#h Horſe were de- 
tacht away towards Wittaw and 'Faſmund ; but 
they found"no body there but ſomePeafants,and twa 
Horſemen whom they brought Priſoners to the 
Army, On the 18th the King himſelf and Prince 
Georee himſelf came likewiſe to Land, and ſeve- 


ral Gentlemen of the ry yielded themſelves _ 


and d:zmanded Prote&tions, Four days after his 
Majeſty departed in order to return to Coper- 
hazen leaving the Command of his Army in chief 
to Marſtal Golrſz., Admiral Tromp departed 
likewiſe with the Danisb Envoy Mr. Buckwald, 


and Mr. Brand the Reſident of Brandenbure, to gO 


to the Eletour of Brandenburg, who was then em- 
ployed in the Siege of Steriv, They arrived there 
on the 22d. Upon whoſe application the Genie- 
rous Elecour preſently detacht away a Bo- 
dy of Horſe with orders to go to the Fort 
Pennemunaer, to be ready at a Call to back the 
Dares in their enterprize upon the Iſle of Rzgen. 
And by that means, the Danes were ſo well R«- 
inforced that Count Kon:ne/mark that Comman» 
ded the Swediſh Troops in that Ifle, found him- 
ſelf not in any condition to oppoſe their de- 
predations, and much leis to give them Battle. 
However to do what he could, he Commanded 
the Gentlemen of the Country and all the In- 
habitants to ceme in and joyn him, but Marſha! 
Goltz, having publiſht contrary orders, there were 


very few that ventured to pay obedience to Count:

| {trong, Count Koningſmark therefore finding his 
forces much inferiour to thoſe of the Daxe;, 
thought it better. to Quit the field, than ſtay tc 
be beaten out of it ; and therefore retired to 
Straclſund, carrying off with him ail he poſſibly 
could, Thus the Danes became Maſters of the 
whole Iſle, excepting only the Old and New Fort, 
the firſt of which they took ſoon after, but the 
latter of them having received a Reinforcement 
of freſh Troops from S:rac!/und, ſtoutly with- - 
ſtood all their attacks, and were the cauſe after- 
wards that they were forced to Quit all the 
Conqueſts they had made there, All thoſe hap-, 
Py ſucceſſes the Danes had n the Ile of Rugen, 
were followed by the taking of the Town of 
Stetin, which after a long and bloody Siege yiel- 
ded at laſt to' the Elecour of Brandenburg on 
the 26th. of December. 


6-8 Count Kenineſmark being deſperately enraged

was laken, This lait Conqueſt was fo much glo- 
rious for the Arms of his EleQoral Highneſs, be:

Conqueits in the North, where he acquired a very 
great Reputation, Returned at length into his 
own Country, Honbured with the Glorious Titles 
of Baron, Knight and Count, conferred upon ir 
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by two Great Kings, in admiration of his in- 1659. 


comparable Merit, | 

The Place enſued ſoon after, and fome Family 
conſiderations, befides ſome particular and pri- 
vate Diſcontents, obliged him at length to quit 
th: Sea and the publick Service till the Year 
1691, And then a Mighty War arifing between 
France and England, the United Provinces, and 
moſt of the Princes of Errope, he was loukt 
upon as the moſt capable perſon to Command the 
States Fleet, to maintain and ſupport the Glory 
the Hollanders have acquired by Sea fince the ap- 
pearance of their Renowned Republick in the 
World, 

And indeed the preſent King of England, Wit 
liam II. had named him to Command the States 
Flzet as Admiral General for the Year 1691, and 
the people began already to Hatter themſelves with 
2 thouſand happy ſuccefſes from the Joy and Good- 
Will the Seamcn unanimouſly teſcfied on that oc- 
cation ; but the French, who are Ingenious in fore- 
ſ-eing, thought it was neceflary to uſe all forts 
of means to prevent fo great an Evil as ſeemed 
to threaten them on that fide : they lookt upon 
Tromp to be the only man that could Traverſe 
thir defigns, and make head againſt their grow- 
ing Power at Sea, the Empire of which they 
pretend now to diſpute again{t both Exgland and 
Holland : fo that if we may credit what has been 
reported, the Treacherous Intrigues of that Nation 
contributed to cure them{zlves of the Umbrage 
and Apprehenſion they had conceived of that 
Great man, by procuring him an unnaturai Di- 
{temper to cut him oft on a ſudden, We will 
enter into no particulars about it ; but 'tis too 
well known, that Court omits nothing to-get the 
ableſt Generals amongſt their Enemies diſpatcht out 
of the World by one means or other, when they 

rove deaf to their Charms, ' and incorruptible, and 
aithful to their Country, 
How , 
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However it were, the Incomparable Tom fell 
fick, whilſt the preparations for the Equipment 
of the Fleet were carrying on with all diligence. 
All Exrope had then their Eyes turned that way, 
and begun already to Count vpon a famous Sex- 
Battle, in whighthe Hollanders were to carry a- 
way the VictoryRand Tromp, whoſe good For- 
tine had all aldygaccompanied Bravery and Wiſe 
Condu& durinlife, in all the Battles he e- 
yer fought, was" ÞoKkt- upon as the happy man 
that was ſhortly to revenge his Country for the loſs 
of the Battle under the leſs fortunate Conduct 
of Admiral Evyerr/z, by reaſon the Engliſh Ad- 
miral failed in his duty.; But alas, Death at - 
length, with his maleyslent Scyth, cut down in an 
inſtant all , thoſe bl wing hopes, and deprived 
Holland and the Allies: of an Admiral that was 
to have eſtabliſht Navigation in its ancient Li- 
berty, and to have Triumph*d ever the formidable 
French Fleets, if Got had not been pleaſed tov 
take him away in the Prime of his years, 

He died at Amſterdam, after a long lingring 
ſickneſs on the 29th of ay, about 8 a clock in 
the morning, generally regretted by all the World. 
He was the Son of the valiant Admiral, Martin 
Harpertſz. Tromp, and of Dinah de Haas, born 
at Rotterdam, He married Margaret de Rhaap: 
horſt, Widow to the late Mr. Helmont ; by 
whom he had no Children. His Body was car- 
ried on the 6th of F-me., between 9 and 1o at 
night, along the Lord's new Channel, to a place 
called Amſtel, where it was put into a Yatcht in 
order to be Tranſported to Delfr, and there 1n- 
—_ in the ſtately Tomb of his Illuſtrions Fa- 
ther. *
